OF AN 1844 
CONVENTION 
DELEGATE 


By JOSEPH G. BROWN 


Robert E. Hornor was born in 
‘America at the turn of the 19th 
century. At an early age he became 
a very industrious and active politi- 
cian along with being an editor of 
a newspaper at Princeton, N. J. He 
stood forth as a political champion 
of Henry Clay, backing him in the 
1832 campaign against Andrew Jack- 
son. 

Although Hornor backed Harrison 
only after Clay’s chances for the 
1840 Whig nomination were gone, 
the Harrison backers gave him the 
job of postmaster at Princeton. The 
Somerset Whig of March 22. 1842, 
said that Hornor “was the last to 
accede to Gen. Harrison’s nomina- 
tion, and the first to profit by his 
success.” 

To Robert Hornor the forthcoming 
Whig convention in Baltimore 1844, 
meant a great deal. Over the pre- 
ceding 15 years he had become a 
close friend and backer of Clay. 

This would be the last chance for 
the aging Clay to win the Whig 
nomination and attain his life-long 
ambition of the presidency. Clay won 
the nomination but lost the election 
to James K. Polk. 

From the convention, Robert Hor- 
nor brought back the pictured items. 
In 1850 he passed away after hold- 
ing the position of Doorkeeper of 
the House of Representatives for sev- 
eral years. 

His relatives carefully packed 
these cherished mementoes in a box, 
wrapping it with the current 1850 
newspaper. This box remained un- 
touched until recently when this 
writer came upon it through a con- 
tact with Hornor’s great-great niece, 
Miss Martha Hornor. 

Today the name of Hornor is un- 
heard of except in his home town of 
Princeton where one short street 
bears his name. He livés in history 
today as today’s convention delegates 
will tomorrow. Only these memen- 
toes live on for us collectors of to- 
day, and for those of tomorrow.

MARGARET MATZENAUER 








A heart-warming manifestation of 
devoted affection for a bright star 
of the Golden Age took place on 
June 1, at the Steinway Concert Hail 
in New York. On that memorable 
night, amid applause and standing 
ovations, Margaret Matzenauer was 
feted on the occasion of her 79th 
birthday by the New York Gramo- 
phone Society. 

The attractive Steinway Hall was 
filled to capacity. Distinguished op- 
eratic personalities of the musical 
world were present, and telegrams 
came from others who were unable 
to attend the happy event. 

Looking lovely in a white span- 
gled gown, the celebrated contralto 
was introduced by the honorary 
chairman of the‘ evening, the noted 
composer, critic, and author, Deems 
Taylor. She discussed her artistic 
life and records with Philip L. Mil- 
ler, Chief of Music Division of the 
New York Public Library. 

Following the intermission Mr. 
Taylor presented the diva with a 
gold-plated mother record, which 
The New York Gramophone Society 
had issued in her honor. 

This latter tribute has a history 
of its own. We record-collectors are 
a faithful lot when it comes to 
singers of our choice. And one of the 
most loyal is the genial Sam Tan- 
nenbaum, president of The New 
York Gramophone Society, a great 
friend and admirer of Margaret 
Matzenauer. 

For a long time, this outstanding 
member of our fraternity planned a 
Long Play record of Mme. Matze- 
nauer’s recordings, to be introduced 
at a birthday party for the famed 
artist. 

There is no doubt that the suc- 
cess of Mr. Tannenbaum’s indefat- 
igable efforts has exceeded all expec- 


tations. In all sincerity and with no 
fear of contradiction I can say that 
this is a most thrilling, extravagant- 
ly beautiful dise of historical impor- 
tance. 

It seems Mme. Matzenauer de- 
manded that her record be a work 
of art. Well, it is—and in every 
sense of the word. Under her in- 
fluence, the engineer did a truly hand- 
some job with the reproduction. In- 
credibly life-like, ana with an amaz- 
ing feeling of proximity, the voice 
emerges from the grooves mirror- 
lucid, sonorous, and radiant. And 
that holds equally true throughout 
the disc, from the acoustical 1912 
to the electrical 1926 recordings. 


As for the singing, here the cus- 
tomary mild and endearing adjec- 
tives go to the four winds. For 
everything in Margaret Matzenauer’s 
vocal and artistic make up is lavish, 
imposing, and definitive. 

Her musicianship matches that of 
an operatic Maestro, her vocal line 
is superb, her authority incontest- 
able, and her voice ample, resonant, 
and sensuous. Rich amethyst in 
hue, it emotes grandly on a flowing 
legato, diminishing to a tenuous 
fil di voce when its mood so chooses. 

And when it impacts against the 
palate or the pharynx, gleaming 
flashes burst over the velvety sur- 
face of the tone in a luxuriant dis- 
play. (Oh, why didn’t Victor record 
her with Ponselle in “Aida” and 
“Gioconda;” their voices so resemble 
each other at times). 

A note on the jacket of the Mar- 
garet Matzenauer CG 611 states: 
“The preparation of this recording, 
to which have been transferred se- 
lections I personally have chosen, 
has afforded me great pleasure. All 
of the numbers were copied at the 
speed that would supply the correct 
key, the one in which I originally 
sang the arias. No effort was spared 
to restore the maximum of vocal 
color and freshness of a live per- 
formance.” Signed: Margaret Matze- 
nauer. Now that’s a relief—for once 
the singer has supervised the work 
done on her record! 

Don’t think for a moment that I 
didn’t go with a fine comb through 
the pitch of every piece. The urge 
to find out in detail how an artist 
would cope with the problem of set- 
ting her own records in the right 
tonality was irresistible. 

But it soon became apparent that 
THIS artist’s ear is as keen as her

musical understanding, with the re- 
sult that each and every selection 
on this LP is placed plumb in the 
middle of the keys employed at the 
time of incision, and therefore, fits 
her voice like a kid glove. As far 
as I know, my dears, this is the first 
time such a blessing has occurred! 

CG 611 begins with a spoken greet- 
ing by the prima donna, on Band 1 
Then follows the program:

From the many recordings that 
were made available for this LP, 
Mme. Matzenauer chose only those 
which she considered worthy of her 
reputation, the cream of her record- 
ed efforts. Because of such expert 
judgment, the outcome is indeed one 
of unforgettable pleasure. 

For the musically inclined who 
may wish to play the original 78 
rpm discs in proper pitch, here are 
the keys in which the selections were 
sung:

In the “Walkiire” extract, Mme. 
Matzenauer first sings Briinnhilde’s 
lines and then those of Sieglinde. 
Another interesting fact—not gen- 
erally known—is that Sir Henry 
Rowley Bishop’s setting of John 
Payne’s “Home Sweet Home” orig- 
inally made part of his long forgot- 
——™ “Clari, the Maid of Mi- 
an.” 

Incidentally, should any question 
arise in regard to the speed of “Don 
Carlos” and “Faust” (both on VE 
6618), try Ponselle’s “Vestale”’ (VE 
6605) at the same speed, between 
76.60 and 75.00. They are in the 
same series as the Matzenauer re- 
cordings, and both will result in 
exact pitch. 

There is no doubt that Margaret 
Matzenauer’s was an uncommonly 
extensive voice capable of treading 
safely on the soprano territory. But 
after having those luscious contralto 
tones caress your ears, a thought 
arises—why do that? 

It’s like using a rare cello to play 
music meant for a fiddle> Engaging 
though the trick may be, alas much 
of the exquisite quality inherent in 
a fine low instrument is lost in the 
process, 

A sketch of Mme. Matzenauer’s 
life and career would now be in 
order. However, due to lack of space 
it regretfully will have to be post- 
poned until a later date—perhaps 
when it will be possible to write it 
with the help of the artist herself

I. “The Prisoner’s Song” Again 


I thought when [I concluded last 
month’s installment that I had dis- 
posed of the “Prisoner’s Song” ex- 
cept for holding in reserve some 
comments by Carson Robison. But 
I still have some notes that should 
be included. 

Not only was the pathetic lament 
of the “Prisoner” recorded by dance 
bands here and abroad, but Eddie 
Peabody made a banjo record of it 
with Dalhart singing a refrain. ‘In 
mentioning the handful of other hill- 
billy artists who recorded the num- 
ber, I overlooked George Reneau, 
“The Blind Musician of the Smoky 
Mountains,” whose name appeared 
on the Vocalion version. 

It’s likely, however, that Gene 
Austin sang the dirge, to Reneau’s 
mouth-harp and guitar accompani- 
ment, for Austin obtained record- 


ing engagements for Reneau and 
usually did the singing, though as 
a rule his name did not appear on 
Reneau’s Vocalion records. I have 
never heard this “Prisoner’s Song” 
record so can’t say positively that 
Gene was the vocalist. 

Of course, other mountain musi- 
cians have recorded the number 
since Dalhart’s day, and the same 
thing is true of “The Wreck of the 
Old 97,” but as long as he was ac- 
tive he had a near-monopoly. Per- 
haps the only other singer who en- 
joyed more of a strangle-hold on a 
song was Arthur Collins with “The 
Preacher and the Bear.” From the 
time Collins first intoned this “coon 
song” classic in 1905 until he retired 
20 years later, no other American 
singer recorded it. 

After Guy Massey’s Pathetic 
death, Dalhart made several records 
of a song called “Guy Massey’s Fare-

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well,” composed by Guy’s brother, 
Robert Massey, who was mentioned 
last month in the Pathfinder letter 
by Mrs. Kate M. Bryan, of Dallas, 
Tex. The “Farewell” was written in 
the true maudlin hill-billy vein_and 
was, in effect, a reply to “The Pris- 
oner’s Song.” The last stanza went: 
“And now, with the bright wings of an 
angel, 
To the arms of his darling he has 
flown, 
And his grand ship now is anchored up 
in Heaven, 
Where there’s someone to .call him 
their own!” 


Dalhart even made a number of 
records under the name of his dead 
cousin and on a few occasions called 
himself by Bob Massey’s name. Per- 
haps this is the logical place to 
publish a list of assumed names 
under which he sang. I do not rep- 
resent the list as complete, for a 
new Dalhart name turns up on “off- 
brand” discs every now and then. A 
few of the aliases that follow were 
used for ordinary popular song rec- 
ords, but most were not adopted un- 
til Dalhart became the king of hill- 
hilly recording: 

Mack Allen, Wolfe Ballard, Jeff Cal- 
houn, Jess Calhoun, Jimmy Cannon, Al 
Craver, James Cummings, Vernon Dell, 
Joseph Elliott, Jep Fuller, David Harris, 
Harry Harris, Kanawha Singers (this 
was a Brunswick record of a duet by 
Dalhart and Carson Robison), Fred King, 
Hugh Latimer, Tobe Little, the Lone 
Star Ranger, Bob Massey, Guy Massey, 
Warren Mitchell, Dick Morse, Josephus 
Smith, Billy Stuart, Allen Turner, Sid 
Turner, Bill Vernon, Billy Vernon, Tom 
Watson, Bob White, Robert White, and 
Walter Whitlock. 

He, Ed Smalle, and the banjoist, 
John Cali, made Edison records as 
the Arkansas Trio; and Gennetts, as 
the Windy City Duo. I have seen it 
claimed that Dalhart also made rec- 
ords as Frank Evans, but the only 
Frank Evans (and Frank Evers) 
records I have heard were by Frank 
Luther, whose style was similar to 
Dalhart’s. Authenticated additions to 
this list would be appreciated. 

A year or so after “The Prison- 
er’s Song” with its vapid words and 
mournful music had overcome what- 
ever critical judgment the average 
American listener possessed, the late 
Arthur Walsh, then the Edison com- 
pany’s recording director, wrote a 
reply, called “The Prisoner’s Sweet- 
heart,” which met with moderate 
success. Oddly, Dalhart seems to 
have sung Walsh’s song little, if at 
all. Recordings included one by Hen- 
ry Burr for Victor, and Charles 
Harrison’s Edison version. 

II. Back to “The Old 97” 

Although plentiful controversy 
centered around “The Prisoner’s 
Song,” and although it became a 
larger seller than “The Wreck of 
the Old 97,” the railroad song 
steamed up even more fuss and fury 
and resulted in the most protracted 
and expensive legal action of any 
record in the phonograph’s history. 
The story is too long to tell in exact 
detail, but I shall touch on some of 
the high spots. 

You may remember Nat Shilkret’s 
saying Dalhart remarked Victor was 
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in luck when it recorded “The Pris- 
oner” and “The Wreck” because 
was getting two songs on which com- 
poser’s royalties wouldn’t have to be 
paid. As time went on, however, per- 
sons who felt they could use the 
royalties began to contend they had 
written the words of “The Old 97,” 
and Victor, whose sales of the num- 
ber dwarfed those of all other com- 
panies, decided to find out who was 
responsible and pay off. I have an 
old scrapbook, in which a clipping 
from the Richmond Times-Dispatch, 
dated September 12, appears. The 
year probably was 1927. 

“DANVILLE, VA.—A quiet inquiry is 
being made here by the representative 
of a recording company into the origin 
of the popular songs ‘The Wreck of No. 
97.’ The inquiry becomes necessary 
because the recording company does not 
know to whom to pay accruing royalties 
from the sale of the’ record, and the 
sum is said to be a substantial one. 

“The agent has interviewed old rail- 
road men in Danville in the hope that 
they might reveal the name of the man 
who first wrote the song. None 
questioned has been able to give specific 
information. All of them remember in 
a general way that the wreck ballad 
has been a household number in the 
railroad men’s repertoire, but nobody 
here can say where it began. The tune 
also is a mystery, although there are 
strong points of resemblance with that 
of ‘Ships That Never Come Back.’ ” 

(Note by Jim Walsh.—There is no 
mystery about the tune. It is note 
for note the same as Henry C. Work’s 
‘The Ship That Never Returned.’) 

“The investigating agent, who has 
been here for two days, has heard dif- 
ferent versions of the song, with verses 
supplied by some men which are not 
in the song as sung today. 

“Henry Whitter, of Galax, who record- 
ed the song first of all, claims to be 
the author, but since that claim was 
made others have come forward, and 
it is now necessary to establish legal 
rights. The impression has been here 
for years that a Danville brakeman orig- 
inated the song, but there are others 
who say that Negro employees ,Whistled 
and sang it 15 years ago... 

Ten days later another dispatch 
from Danville said: 

“« |... Fred Lewey, of Concord, N.C., 
a former Danville resident, who also 
lived in Lynchburg, asserts he is the 
man who wrote the words to the song 
and fitted them to ‘The Ship That Never 
Returned.’ He believes he will have 
no trouble in establishing the authenti- 
city of his claim. He says he wrote the 
song after a month’s effort and that 
with his guitar he visited different parts 
of Danville and played and sang it be- 
fore different gatherings. 

“He says it is not true that the song 
had its origin among the railway folk, 
but that it first gained a local reputation 
among the cotton mill people, for Lewey 
worked in the Riverside mills here. Lew- 
ey also gives what he claims to be the 
original version of the song, which is 
different in many respects to that now 
finding popularity.” 

By presenting a version of the 
song that did not follow minutely 
the words contained in Dalhart’s rec- 
ords, Mr. Lewey proved himself wis- 
er than another claimant. 


III. David Graves George 
Enters Suit 

The real fireworks concerning au- 
thorship of “The Wreck” had not 
yet been detonated. They were set 
off when a determined Virginian 
named David Graves George pro- 
claimed himself the lyric writer and 
went to court to collect the royal- 
ties. He came within a hair’s breadth 
of getting them.

An elderly Virginia man, David Graves George, convinced a Federal judge he was the 
author of the song, but lost his case in a higher court, It was finally decided it was 
written by Henry Whitter, who made the first record of “The Wreck.” 





George, who died Jan. 24, 1948, 
aged 82, in Williamsburg, Va., sur- 
vived by his wife, six daughters, and 
eight sons, said he was living in 
Danville at the time “Old 97” plunged 
from the trestle, killing nine or more 
persons. He contended he wrote the 
poem after helping with relief work. 
The progress of this suit against 
the Victor Company, which went to 
trial in 1930 may be traced from a 
few more clippings Here is another 
from Danville, dated April 18: 

“The suit filed by David George, of 
Gretna, against the Victor Talking Ma- 
chine Company to recover royalties ag- 
gregating approximately $150,000 on the 
sale of records of ‘The Wreck of No. 97’ 
is set for hearing at the April term 
of Federal court in Newark, N. J. Re- 
ports recently current that the hearing 
would be held at Richmond were incor- 
rect, since representatives of the Victor 
Company who have been collecting evi- 
dence here and at other Southern Rail- 
way Centers say that the case is docket- 
ed in New Jersey... 

An Associated Press story sent 
from Camden, N. J., under date of 
May 2, said: 

“The litigation between the Victor 


Talking Machine Company and David 
Graves George . . over the money 
George alleges is due him from the 
phonograph record of his song, ‘The 
Wreck of the Old 97,’ was taken up 
again today. Before Edward I. Berry, 
special master of the Federal District 
Court, figures were presented on the 
company’s contention that it owes George 
only a share of some $86,000 in profits, 
while the latter holds the sum to be 
considerably above that amount. 

“Records were demanded from the 
company covering the sale of the re- 
cord in China, Japan, Australia, New 
Zealand and several other foreign coun- 
tries. George’s attorneys seek to show 
the company made millions from the dis- 
tribution of the disc.’’ 


The suit appears to have dragged 
on and on and was not finally de- 
cided for several years. Henry Whit- 
ter and Dalhart were among the per- 
sons who testified. Whitter’s widow 
recalled in 1951 being told it was 
brought out in court that between 
six and seven million copies of “The 
Wreck” record had been sold, but 
she was not clear whether this re- 
ferred to the Victor record alone or 
those made for all companies. Dal- 
hart testified he copied the words 
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of his records from the Okeh by 
Whitter. 

Here are two AP clippings from 
Camden, dated October 15—presum- 
ably 1930. For convenience, I shall 
lump them into one: 


“David G. George, mountaineer poet 
from Virginia, took the witness stand 
before Judge J. Boyd Avis in Federal 
Court here today and recited the poem, 
‘The Wreck of the 97,’ which he charges 
the Victor Talking Machine Company 
recorded and then refused to pay him 
royalties. He is asking that’ the 
company be forced to account for its 
profits on the record. . . Attorneys for 
the Victor company suggested that Mr. 
George sing the words of the song which 
he declared he composed on the Sunday 
following a train wreck in 1903. 

“He explained, however, that he had 
lost his voice two years ago. The com- 
pany contends that an investigation by 
folk-lore experts has established other 
persons as authors of the song. A por- 
table Victrola was used in court to 
reproduce music of an old popular song, 
‘The Ship That Never Returned,’ which 
George says he appropriated for the 
melody of his song.” 


“Judge... Avis... has under ad- 
visement the suit of David Graves 
George .. . asking accounting of records 


of the song, ‘The Wreck of the Old 97,’ 
made by Victor, preparatory to institut- 
ing claim for royalties, George claims 
he wrote the original words. The com- 
pany does not deny the words were writ- 
ten by George, but contends the records 
and his verses are not identical.” 


That last sentence was a misstate- 
ment. As will be seen, the flaw ‘in 
George’s claim was that the words 
he read to the court and those on 
Dalhart’s record were identical! 

Another Associated Press clipping 
from Camden, dated February 4, 
says George’s claim to authorship 
had been upheld by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, but I suspect this was 
a mistake for the Federal Court 
already mentioned: 


“The question of dividing the profits 
of ‘The Wreck of the Old 97’ is still 
unfinished business. David Graves 
George whose claim to authorship of 
the barber shop ballad and to a 
of the Victor Talking Machine Co.’s 
marketing profits was upheld by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, faces a suit asking for 
20 per cent of his share. 

“Executors of the estate of Morris 
Davidson, who died last May in Rich- 
mond, told Federal Coifrt in a petition 
that Davidson loaned $300 to George to 
help defray the cost of the suit against 
the Victor company. George is awaiting 
an accounting. Davidson estate law- 
yers want the money held up until 
their claim is heard. The court fixed 
February 14 for a hearing.” 


Final disposition of George’s claim 
is found in an undated clipping from 
an unidentified newspaper, which 
however, I think probably was the 
Baltimore Sun. The year appears to 
have been 1933. Under the heading, 
“Court Denies Virginian’s Claim He 
Composed ‘Wreck of Old 97,’ it 
says: 

“The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals here yesterday set aside a de- 
cision that would have meant a fortune 
in royalties for a Virginia mountaineer 
who claimed authorship of the hill-billy 
song, ‘The Wreck of the Old 97.’ 

“In the opinion of the Circuit Court, 
the claimant, David Graves George... 
himself copied the sad words of the 
saga of the train wreck from a Victor 
phonograph record sung by Vernon Dal- 
hart. 

“When the case was heard in Federal 
Court in Camden in 1930, the Virginian, 
who is 67, declined to sing the plaintive 
ballad, saying his voice was gone, but 


he undertook to recite the words, read- 
ing from his supposed original manu- 
script in-an old almanac. 

‘In the lower court, Federal Judge 
John Boyd Avis expressed ‘an abiding 
conviction amounting to a moral cer- 
tainty that George did compose and 
write the song shortly after the wreck 
occurred,’ but Circuit Judge J. Warren 
Davis, in a 19 page opinion, now vir- 
tually brands George’s claim as false. 
George contended he wrote the words 
of the song in 1903 after helping to 
remove nine bodies, including that of 
Pete, the engineer, from the wreckage 
of the Southern Railroad’s first mail 
train, No. 97, at North Danville, Va., on 
September 27 the same year. 

“The Victor Company said it purchased 
recording rights of the song from three 
other Virginians. According to the 
Circuit Court, the composition is that 
of Henry Whitter, a Virginia musician, 
who based it on a poem written by 
Charles Noell, who was 17 when the 
train wreck occurred near his home. 
Whitter shortened Noell’s poem, gave it 
the tune of ‘The Ship That Never Re- 
turned,’ and added to it the final stanza 
of the song, ‘The Parted. Lovers.’ 

“Circuit Judge Davis says the evidence 
plainly shows that George copied the 
words of the folksong from the phono- 
graph record made by Vernon Dalhart 
. . - A short time before that, in 1927, 
an advertisement had appeared in a 
Richmond (Va.) newspaper, seeking in- 
formation regarding the writer of ‘The 
Wreck of Old 97,’ and George went toa 
neighbor’s house where the Dalhart 
phonograph rendition of that song was 
played, Judge Davis says. 

“Dalhart had made several mistakes 
in copying the words, and George made 
the same mistakes in the copy of the 
song he produced in the lower court; 
therefore it seems clear, Judge Davis 
says, that George must have copied the 
words from the phonograph record. The 
court opinion points to other inconsisten- 
cies in George’s claim . .. Attorneys 
for George estimated that 5,000,000 copies 
of the song have been circulated.” 


It may beof interest to know the 
mistakes Dalhart made in transcrib- 
ing the words from Whitter’s poor- 
ly recorded Okeh record. Where 
Whitter had mentioned a town in 
North Carolina, saying “You must 
put her in Spencer on time,” Dalhart 
understood Spencer as Center and 
sang it accordingly. 

When Whitter sang “it was on that 
grade that he lost his air brakes,” 
he telescoped that last word and 
made it sound like “average,” which 
Dalhart took it to be. The last stan- 
za contains the line, ‘Now ladies, 
you must take warning from this 
time now and learn,” but Dalhart 
changed “learn” into “on.” 

Graves probably had deluded him- 
self into believing that he wrote the 
song, but since his words corres- 
pond exactly to Dalhart’s defective 
ones they were a dead give-away to 
Judge Davis that they were taken 
from the Victor record—as_ they 
should have been to Judge Avis. But 
somehow Davis saw what Avis did 
not! 

Sigmund Spaeth sums up the pro- 
tracted and senseless litigation in his 
invaluable book, “A History of Pop- 
ular Music in America,” by saying: 

“About 60 claims came in, all ob- 
viously spurious, but when Victor de- 
cided to drop the matter, one claimant 
acquired a lawyer and brought suit. He 
actually won his case in the lower court 
by proving that he had been present 
at the wreck itself... The clear evi- 
dence that the so-called ‘manuscript’ 
had been written many years later, 
and obviously copied from the Victor 
record itself seemed to make no dif- 
ference. For a time it appeared that a 
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quarter of a million dollars would change 
hands as a result of this absurd decision, 
but after several appeals, blind justice 
finally joined itself with common sense, 
and the lyricist of ‘The Wreck of the 
Old 97’ remains a mystery to this day. 


IV. A Talk With Whitter’s Widow 


Despite Dr. Spaeth’s statement 
that the authorship of “The Wreck” 
remains a mystery, at least three 
persons today are being paid royal- 
ties from the sale of the records 
and sheet music. They are Henry 
Whitter’s widow from his second 
marriage, who when I met her in 
1951, was Mrs. Charles Hader, of 
Crumpler, N. C. Also Charles W. 
Noell, mentioned in the clipping 
quoted a few paragraphs back, and 
Fred J. Lewey, who had the good 
sense to say his original version of 
“The Wreck’? differed markedly from 
the one recorded by Dalhart. I be- 
lieve a son of Whitter’s by his first 
marriage also shares in the royal- 
ties. 

I came to meet Mrs. Hattie Hader 
in an unusual way. One day in the 
late summer of 1951 I received a 
long distance telephone call from the 
late Elliott Shapiro, president of 
the New York music publishing firm 
of Shapiro, Bernstein & Company. 

He asked if I would mind going 
on a mission for him and said I had 
been recommended to him by my 
old friend, the late Fred Hager, who 
died a year or so ago. After telling 
me he read everything I published 
in HOBBIES and Variety with warm 
interest, Mr. Shapiro remarked that 
the sheet music of “The Wreck of 
the Old 97” had been copyrighted in 
1925, and since copyrights run for 
28 years, would expire in 1952. 

Every effort, he said, was being 
made to obtain the signatures of the 
copyright holders to a new contract, 
but Mrs. Whitter had refused to 
sign. Could I possibly go into the 
mountains of Western North Caro- 
lina where she lived, armed with a 
new contract, and use my persuasive 
powers on the lady? 


He explained that Fred Hager al- 
so was a party to the deal because 
when he was head of Okeh’s record- 
ing activities Henry Whitter had 
assigned him a share of his royal- 
ties from all recordings of “The 
Wreck’’ except the Columbia (I have 
always wondered why it was with- 
held!) and in the sheet music. Could 
% do both him and Fred a favor 
by trying to bring Mrs. Hader to 
terms, so the copyright might be re- 
newed? 

Mr. Shapiro offered me a generous 
fee, and I said that my vacation was 
coming up in a couple of weeks and 
I would make the trip if he would 
wait until I was free to travel. He 
agreed, and within a few days, I re- 
ceived a supply of blank contracts, 
and a full history of the song’s tor- 
tuous career. 

So it happened that one morning, 
after spending the night in a hotel 
at Abingdon, Va., I found myself on 
the Norfolk and Western Railway’s 


“accommodation train,” which made

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The Career and 
Recordings of 
Frederick V. Bowers 


(Continued from August Issue) 


By ALLEN DEBUS 


In 1905 and 1906 Fred Bowers was 
starred in the very popular musical, 
“The Ham Tree” with McIntyre and 
Heath. This show tried out in Roch- 
ester in 1905 with Harry Tally in 
the part Bowers later filled. But by 
April 17, 1906, when the production 
reached Fred’s home town, he had 
the part of the drummer. The Bos- 
ton Journal, when reviewing the show, 
stated: 

“ ... in the musical line Frederick 
Vv. Bowers and Belle Gold carried off 
the honors. Bowers’ song in the | first 
act, “Sweethearts in Every Town,” and 
his effort in the second act, ‘‘Goodbye, 
Sweet Old Manhattan Isle,’’ were the 
hits of the night. In the latter he 
worked off a lot of topical hits ranging 
from baseball to politics, and every one 
of them “took.” 


Another number featured by Bow- 
ers in this show was “On an Auto- 
mobile Honeymoon.” These are all 
fine numbers and it is unfortunate 
that he never recorded any of them. 
Happily though, the other artist who 
sang them on the stage, Harry Tal- 
ly, did record all of these songs for 
many companies. 

Other musicals Bowers appeared 
in or was associated with in the years 
prior to World War I include one of 
the Rogers Brothers shows in which 
he discovered the future screen star, 
Mae Murray; a show for the Dolly 
Sisters; and a musical with a col- 
lege background, “Civtderella Girl.” 
A close friend of Joe Howard, he 
starred in that composer’s Chicago 
musical, ‘‘The Sweetest Girl in Paris” 
along with Trixie Friganza. 

It was in this show that he intro- 
duced one of Joe Howard’s better 
known songs, “I Love the Girls From 
A to Z.” When not appearing in such 
extravaganzas he worked in minstrels 
or the regular vaudeville circuits in 
his “College Days” offering. Those 
who collect sheet music know that 
his photograph is a common one on 
covers printed between the early days 
of the century to the end of the 
first World War 

About 1916 he set up shop in the 
Astor Theatre Building in New York 
as he founded the Frederick V Bow- 
ers Publishing Company, a firm which 
he used to publish his own songs. 
With a trademark of a pierced heart 
and a motto “Bowers’ songs touch the 
heart,” he printed on the back cover 
of one of his numbers: 

“Frederick V. Bowers has. written 
songs of the better class for over 25 
years and has a world-wide reputation 
of writing “home songs’ that appeal 
to the lovers of clean, wholesome ballads. 
His compositions should be labeled 
“Songs of Merit,’’ because they “touch 


the heart strings’? of grandma as well 
as little brother, sis and mother.”’ 


Songs he was plugging in 1916 and 
1917 include “Come To Me Now When 
I Need You,” “Wanting You,” “Where 
the Rippling Waters Flow Down to 
the Mill,” “Roses Say—‘Remember,’ ” 
“Can You Blame the Women After 
All,” “Like a Ship That Drifted 
Away.” “Kuu Loke Ula Ula (My Red 
Red Rose),” was his contribution to 
the then booming Hawaiian craze. 

As vaudeville began to slide down- 
hill with the new attractions of the 
movies and radio, Bowers decided to 
try his talents as a song writer with 
motion pictures which were just be- 
ginning to add musical sound tracks. 
Hence, he moved to Hollywood with 
his family in 1926. 

Here he soon found that the movies 
had no place for the Eastern stars 
of vaudeville and Tin Pan Alley. 
His son found a position with Co- 
lumbia Pictures, but after five years 
of trying to get an opportunity as 
a writer there, with no success, Fred- 
erick Bowers decided to go back to 
the East again, where he tried radio 
as well as continuing with vaudeville 
engagements. 

In the mid-forties he was working 
as an advance publicity man for 
Ringling Brothers, Barnum & Bai- 
ley. I recall seeing a notice that he 
was coming to Chicago to advertise 
with his entertaining the forthcom- 
ing engagement of the circus. 

I wanted to get in touch with him 
then but somehow I never managed 
to arrange it. And it wasn’t until 
two years ago that I saw an article 
about him in the Sunday supplement 
of the Boston Globe. At that time 
he was performing in the Boston 
area but once again I missed him. 

However, I did contact him by mail, 
and since that time we have kept up 
a steady correspondence, Billing him- 
self as “Mr. Yesterday Today,” he 
appears regularly at Rotary, Kiwa- 
nis, Elks, and similar vrganizations. 
At the same time he is a public 
relations man for A.S.C.A.P. of 
which he is one of the charter mem- 
bers. 

His act today lasts about 45 min- 
utes during which time he accompa- 
nies himself at the piano while sing- 
ing close to 50 songs and recreating 
the music and the personalities of 
60 years ago. I have not as yet had 
a chance to see him do this, but if 
he gets to Boston this year I hope 
that I will. 

I saw him last year in July, short- 
ly before he left Boston for Chicago 
where he starred in Chicago’s famed 
annual Music Festival which is spon- 
sored by The Chicago Tribune. There, 
judging from the clippings I’ve seen, 
he was once again the hit of the 
show. Let us hope that he will con- 
tinue to entertain all of us for many 
more years to come

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THE RECORDS OF 
FREDERICK V. BOWERS 


Like most established stars in the 
early years of the century F rederick 
Bowers made very few recordings. 
Further, the records that he did 
make did not sell in particularly large 
numbers as the record buyers of that 
age looked to Henry Burr, Billy Mur- 
ray, Ada Jones, and Collins and Har- 
lan for the latest hits. 

The best material seems to have 
been reserved for the “Coney Island 
Crowd,” while those headliners who 
were signed by the various companies 
were held to special material they 
were using in vaudeville. In any case 
Mr. Bowers told me that he was 
signed to make a series of records 
with Columbia w»ecause of Charles 
Prince. 

The latter had heard (1910) that 
Bowers was offering some good songs 
in his New York vaudeville act so 
he went to hear him and then signed 
him. the following are the five rec- 
ords issued by that company in 1910 
and 1911. 

A894 Bowers: 
Heigh-Ho from ‘The Echo” 
M. Mayew and Henry Burr: 
Every Little Movement from “Madame 
Sherry” 


“Heigh-Ho” is an excellent comic 
song which shows that Bowers had a 
natural voice for recording by the 
acoustic process, Technically it is 
by far the best of his records that 
I have heard. The song itself, while 
used by him in vaudeville, was not 
introduced by him. 

A909 Bowers: 

Mary, You're a Big Girl Now 
Ada Jones: 

Is There Anything Else I Can Do 

For You? 


Mr. Bowers states that he intro- 
duced this number, but it is a disc 
that I have not heard. 

A928 Bowers: 
Here Comes a College Boy 


Eddie Morton: 
Oh, You Dream 


This is almost a perfect record. The 
Bowers side is a really splendid one 
and is part of the vaudeville mate- 
rial he wrote for his “College Days” 
act. The other side by Eddie Morton 
is likewise one of the finest records 
I know of by that headliner in which 
he compares his girl with the raving 
beauties of that age. 

A1043 Bowers: 


I Love the Girls from A to Z from “The 
Sweetest Girl in Paris’’ 
Columbia Quartette:

This is an interesting recording 
since this is the Joe Howard hit that 
Fred Bowers introduced in the orig- 
inal musical.

Friendship Dolls 


An Important Part of the 
History of Dolls 


By CLARA H. FAWCETT 


Collectors who have an opportu- 
nity to visit Boston and vicinity 
would do well to take a trip to Wen- 
ham, Mass., and visit its Museum 
at the Claflin-Richards House. This 
Museum, with its dolls and figur- 
ines from all parts of the world, 
numbering over 4,000, has one of 
the largest collections in the United 
States. There one will see a fine rep- 
resentative group always on display 
in three galleries. 

_The late Adeline P, Cole, who com- 
piled “Notes on the Collection of 
Dolls and Figurines at the Wenham 
Museum,” was well aware of the im- 
pact dolls have in creating friend- 
ship between nations. 


were not born when the daily news- 
papers were full of information 
about the exchange of dolls between 
nations after World War I. Others 
may not remember. So the following, 
taken from Mrs. Cole’s notes and 
quoted with the kind permission of 
the Wenham Museum, will be of in- 
terest, 


“When Congress placed a ban on 


‘Japanese immigration, there was a 


natural feeling of resentment, both 
by the Japanese and their American 
friends. Miss Jessie Sherwood of 
Boston was one of those much per- 
turbed by the act. In the hope of a 
better understanding between the 
peoples, she arranged for a festival 
set of dolls to be sent from Japan. 
This set was exhibited in Boston and 
elsewhere, much to the pleasure of 
many children and adults, during 
the year 1928. This set is now in the 
Children’s Museumin Jamaica Plain, 
Boston, Mass. 

“After World War I there was an 
urge to create an enduring peace be- 
tween nations. Such a peace meant 
a building up of understanding and 
good-will among the children. Know- 
ing that no abstract discussion of 
good-will would stir the imagination 
and interest of young children, some- 
thing more tangible was looked for. 


“The project of the children of the 
United States sending gifts of dolls 
to the children of Japan was under- 
taken by the: Council of Churches 
in America, through their Commit- 
tee of World Friendship among Chil- 
dren. This unique enterprise had the

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and boards of education throughout 
the United States and Japan. 

“In six months’ time, thousands 
of dolls were collected from nearly 
every state in the Union. ... Each 
of the dolls carried a ticket costing 
99¢ providing for transportation in 
America and in Japan, a passport, 
and a letter from the donor. 

“They were given ocean transpor- 
tation as guests of five different 
steamship companies. In their de- 
parture from America and reception 
in Japan, they were treated like real 
people, with exercises of great for- 
mality conducted by the most im- 
portant public officials. 


“The dolls were received in Japan 
on March 3, 1927, as guests of the 
Doll Festival, one of the Nation’s 
most intimate customs, a family day 
observed in every household, from 
the humblest to the Imperial family. 
From the Japanese and United 
States press we read glowing ac- 
counts of the pageantry and enthu- 
siasm at the reception of these 
Friendship Dolls in Tokyo and in 
the many districts throughout the 
Empire.” 

The Japanese, on their part, were 
quick to respond in kind to the gen- 
erosity of the United States. Jap- 
anese school children sent us 58 
dolls, each 33 inches in height, 
dressed in luxurious Japanese cos- 
tumes of the finest silks. 


These were accorded the same for- 
mality as the Friendship Dolls. Af- 
ter a tour of six months throughout 
the country, the dolls were given a 
permanent museum home, one or two 
in each state. The National Mu- 
seum in Washington houses Miss 
Japan, a gift from the ‘Imperial 
household. 

Through the courtesy of the Wen- 
ham Museum staff, who lent us the 
gut used in their “Notes,” we repro- 
duced here the Japanese dolls housed 
at the Children’s Museum of Nat- 
ural History in Springfield, Mass., 
and at the Children’s Museum in 
Jamaica Plain, Boston, Mass. Note 
the flowered detail of the costume of 
“Miss Kyoto.” The designs in the 
material are of cherry and lotus 
blossoms, bird and butterfly. 


Dolls were also made by Japanese 
children and sent as gifts to the 
United States Quakers in apprecia- 
tion of food sent them. Some of 
these dolls were well executed. See 
illustration. 

Sending hand-made gifts of dolls 
and toys to Friends in America as 
a “thank you” for food sent was not 
confined to Japan. Rag dolls were 
among those made by Austrian chil- 
dren in appreciation for gifts of food. 

These were sent for distribution to 
the American Friends Service Com- 
mittee in Philadelphia. Dolls, toys, 
paintings, and drawings were sent 
from children in Finland, France, 
Germany, and Hungary as well as 
Austria. 

Most of us remember the Grati- 


tude Train bearing treasured toys

1949 after World War II, to show 
their appreciation for American aid 
to them during the difficult war 
years. 

At the same time the French 
style houses sent 49 dolls represent- 
ing French fashions from 1705 to 
1900.

This Museum published a_ book 
illustrating the dolls which is avail- 
able to the public. It is entitled “Two 
Centuries of French Fashion” and 
contains an introduction by Michelle 
Murphy, curator and research con- 
sultant of the Edward C. Blum De- 
sign Laboratory.

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Five O’clock Club Again

The publication of the article on 
“The Five O’Clock Club” a few 
months ago brought a number of 
interesting letters from readers all 
over the country. There has been an 
interesting correspondence with “a 
collector of odds and ends.” W. Lat- 
ta Hammersley of Colorado Springs, 
Colo., for instance. Mr. Hammersley 
had lived in Philadelphia for over 60 
years, and his father had been an 
occasional dinner gyest at the club. 

Of particular interest was the din- 
ner held on the 16th Anniversary of 
the Five O’Clock Club, when both 
Mr. Hammersiey’s father and Rear 
Admiral Winfield Scott Schley U.S.N. 
were guests. From his collection of 
odds and ends Mr. Hammersley un- 
earthed a copy of the special menu 
printed for the occasion, and which 
Admiral Schley had inscribed for his 
father. 

A letter from another reader, the 
well-known clock collector, Dr. Rob- 
ert L. Ravel of Philadelphia, took 
this writer to task for not having 
identified the clock that appeared on 
the menus and souvenirs of the Club. 

Coincidentally, we spotted the clock 
in George H. Eckhardt’s Pennsylva- 
nia Clocks and Clockmakers (New 
York: Devin-Adair, 1955). Appro- 
priately enough, the clock of the Five 


O’Clock Club turned out to be one 
of the most important time-pieces 
ever produced in this country and 


. one which has a most interesting 


pedigree. 

The clock was made in the early 
1770s by David Rittenhouse (1732- 
1796) one of iAmerica’s foremost 
scientists of the Colonial period. A 
wealthy forge owner named Joseph 
Potts ordered a clock to be made 
for his home. When Rittenhouse of- 
fered him the clock, which was priced 
at $640.00, Potts refused it, because, 
he said, it was too elaborate for his 
simple tastes and too expensive. 

Rittenhouse compromised by mak- 
ing a “half clock” for Potts. This 
was a wall clock, the only one which 
he is known to have made. 

Meanwhile the elaborate clock did 
not remain unsold for long. Early in 
1774 it was purchased by Thomas 
Prior. 

During the British occupation of 
Philadelphia the clock was coveted 
by none other than Sir William 
Howe. He offered Prior 120 guineas 
for it, but Prior refused the offer. 
Later, the Spanish Minister offered 
$800 for the clock and again Prior 
refused. 

When Prior died in 1801 the clock 
became the property of Professor 
Barton, the biographer of Ritten- 
house. The next owner was James 
Swain. Upon Swain’s death, in Octo- 
ber, 1879, the clock was sold once 
more. This time it was acquired by 
George W. Childs. 

The Rittenhouse clock was one of 
Child’s most cherished possessions. 
it is not surprising, therefore, thai 
the clock became the symbol for the 
Five O’Clock Club. 

When the artist, Dreka, produced 
the engraving which was to be fea- 
tured on the Club’s menus and souv- 
enirs, the Rittenhouse clock was the 
dominant motif. In spite of the liber- 
ties which Dreka took in the por- 
trayal of the clock, there is no pos- 
sible doubt regarding its identity. 

You may recall that the Five 
O’clock Club was organized in 1883, 
five years after Childs acquired the 
clock. Childs died in 1894, and four 
years later, in 1898, Mrs. Childs 
presented the Rittenhouse clock to 
the Drexel Institute of Technology, 
where the clock has remained on pub- 


‘lie exhibition to the present time. 


As is readily apparent from F%g- 
ure 2, the clock is a most unusual 
and complicated time-piece. In im- 
portance it ranks second only to the 
two orreries which Rittenhouse pro- 
duced.

2 feet wide, and 15 inches deep. It 
represents one of the finest pieces of 
Philadelphia cabinet-making of the 
18th century. 

The dial-plate serves many pur- 
poses. The large, central chapter ring 
marks time in hours, and minutes. 
An inner ring indicates the current 
month. And the days of the month 
appear in an opening below the 
hands. The positions of the moon and 
stars is shown in a crescent-shaped 
opening above the center of the chap- 
ter ring. 

A vlanetarium is featured within 
the arch of the dial. Of the four sub- 
sidiary dials one indicates seconds, 
another is an indicator for the sun, 
still another is a selector for the mu- 
sical attachment of 16 sets of chimes, 
e

Almost as fabulous as the clock 
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was the career of its famous pub- 
lisher-owner. George William Childs 
was born May 12th, 1829, in Balti- 
more. At 13 he joined the Navy and 
spent 15 months at Norfolk. 


By the time he was 15 he was 
working in a stationery bookstore in 
Philadelphia. In 1848 he started a 
confectionery business under the 
name of George W. Childs & Co., 
but after several months he aban- 
doned it to sell toilet articles and 


preparations in the Ledger Building. 

In July, 1849, he became ascoriated 
with the book-selling firm of R. E. 
Peterson. The firm’s name was even- 
tually changed to Childs & Peterson. 

When the partnership dissolved in 
1860. Childs became associated with 
J. B. Lippineott. After little more 
than a year, he retired to take up 
publishing in his own right, spe- 
cializing in tracts on the war. 

In Janvarv. 1863, he took over the 
Wheeler & Wilson sewing machine. 
He then nroceeded to found the 
American Publisher’s Circular and 
Literarv Gazette which continued un- 
til 1870. 


In December, 1864, he bought the 
Public Ledger in partnership with 
Anthony J. and Francis A. Drexel. 
When he bought it, the newspaper 
was losing $3000 weekly, but in a 
short time the circulation zoomed. 


In 1876 the Ledger was selling 
90,000 conies daily and it brought 
much publicity because of Childs’ 
high standard for accuracy. decen- 
cy, and enterprise. Among his other 
projects, Childs authored the Recol- 
lections of General Grant, in 1885. 


It is interesting to note that a 
souvenir spoon was issued to com- 
memorate Childs and the Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger. The handle ter- 
minates in a bust of Childs with the 
words: “Public Ledger, Philadel- 
phia,” in a riband around the stem. 
The bowl illustrates the interior of 
his fabulous office, where, among 
many other important events, the Five 
O’Clock Club was born.

I am not a gambler in the usu- 
ally accepted sense of the word. I 
do not bet money on horse races 
or sporting events, and I do not en- 
joy playing poker. I learned a long 
time ago that the odds are too heav- 
ily stacked against me, 

In the matter of old clocks _and 
watches, however, I am sometimes 
tempted to take a chance. Occasion- 
ally, I do. This seems to be a neces- 
sary part of the hobby of collecting 
old time-pieces. 

It is not always possible to make 
a thorough examination of an item 
which is offered at an auction sale. 
Outward appearance is usually vis- 
ible, but inside mechanical condition 
often is not, and here is where the 
gamble comes. 

I have recently taken two fliers. 
Fortunately, both have paid off hand- 
somely. The first one was the wall 
Cage clock which I wrote about in 
the August article. I am extremely 
happy with this clock. 

At the same sale I was intrigued 
by a pile of parts. The clock case 
was pretty much in pieces and it 
took some imagination to create 2 
mental picture of what it would look 
like when put together. 

It was obviously French, and ear- 
ly; certainly one of the Louis pe- 
riods. The main movement appeared 
to be in reasonably good condition, 
and I could see several interesting 
features. 

There was a crown-wheel escape- 
ment, and I was almost certain that 
it was a quarter-hour strike, and a 
quarter-hour repegter. There were 
no pendulum and no bells. 

It was a safe bet that several 
other parts would be missing. On 
the strength of the fine movement 
I bought the clock at a price which 
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A Louis XV clock from early part of 
18th century. 


I considered to be reasonable and an 
amount which I could afford to gam- 
ble. 

Once again T have been fortunate. 
The assembled clock is shown in 
Illustration No. 1. It is unquestion- 
ably, Louis XV in design. The reign 
of Louis XV is 1715 to 1774. This 
was the first step in dating the 
clock, 

The case is entirely of wood, eb- 
onized, and this would indicate the 
earliest part of the period. Most of 
the later Louis XV clocks are housed 
in elaborate cases of cast brass. 

The design of the movement coin- 
cides with the earlier period. There 
is no name to be found on the clock 
anywhere. But careful consideration 
of all its features leaa w a pretty 
safe conclusion that it dates from 
the early part of the 18th century. 
Certainly, it is not later than 1750. 

As stated before, the case is of 
ebonized wood with old gold lining. 
The flat surfaces have very delicate 
floral decorations in gold. The case 
stands on slender legs ending in ball 
feet with a curious tear drop effect. 

The kidney-shaped door in the 
front is made of wood, covered with 
gold paint. This door holds a very 
heavy convex glass in the upper sec- 
tion over the dial, and a flat-shaped 
glass in the lower section. 

It is almost unbelievable that this 
delicate wood door-frame has sur- 
vived the rough handling which this 
clock has had. But it has survived. 
There is not a break in it. 

The high convex dial is porcelain, 
and the dial markings are glazed 
over. There are some breaks in the 
dial near the edge, but after touch- 
ing up they are not noticeable. 

The hands are original and the 
most beautiful I have seen. They 
are of pierced brass and delicately 
engraved all over. 

Because there is not much space 
between the convex dial and the con- 
vex glass over it, the hands must be 
bent to follow the curve of the dial 
quite closely. Otherwise they will 
press against the dial or glass and 
stop the clock. 

There was a finial at the top of 
the case. This is missing. I have not 
as yet attempted to replace it. 

The movement has heavy, solid 
brass, square plates, The mechanical 
design and workmanship is superb. 
There is a crown-wheel escapeinent, 
and guite unusual, there is a crutch 
attached to the verge arbor. 

The pendulum suspension is a cord 
loop, and the pendulum’ works 


- through the crutch, as is the case 


with anchor escapements. The teeth 
of the crown-wheel are close togeth- 
er and a very light pendulum bob 
is required. 

The escapement must be almost 
perfectly “In Beat” or the clock will 
not run, Contrary to my experiences 
with other crown-wneel and verge 
movements, this clock, when set up 
“In Beat,” will keep very good time. 

There were two striking arbors, 
set vertically at each side of the 
movement, ending in squares at the 
top. It was necessary to make exten- 
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sions for these arbors to carry up 
through the ceiling of the case into 
the upper chamber. 

Hammers were made to work on 
these extended arbors, striking to- 
ward the center. Two bells, of differ- 
ent size, were set on a post, one 
above the other, and the hammers 
were placed in position to strike 
them. 

In normal operation, there is 2 
ting-tang strike on the two bells at 
the quarter hours. The hour is struck 
by one hammer on the larger bell. 
A pull cord, extended out through 
the left side of the case, will cause 
the clock to repeat the hours and 
quarters in a most unusual manner, 
which I will describe later. 

Illustration No. 2 was taken from 
the back of the clock, with the case 
open, to get the best possible view 
of the movement. Since it does show 
up pretty clearly, a glance is suffi- 
cient to note that there are several 
features which are very different 
from most clock movements. 

The first thing which should be 
noted is that the mechanism for con- 
trolling the strike and the repeat is 
on the back-plate of the movement. 
This mechanism is nearly always 
found on the front-plate, under the 
dial, and is not visible until the dial 
is removed. 

This is a practical improvement. 
Here this mechanism is immediately 
accessible for adjustments or repairs 
without removing the movement from 
the case and dismantling it, which 
is the usual thing. 

Let’s take a closer look at this 
movement. Between the plates there 
are the usual two trains of gearing, 
one for time, and one for strike. 
The wheels are brass, and the pin-

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ions are steel, very accurately cut. 
The two springs are very large and 
a size 14 key is required for winding. 

I have not had the clock running 
long enough to tell just how long 
it will go on one winding, but I am 
certain it will run three weeks at 
least, perhaps a full 30 days. Twenty- 
four half-turns are required to wind 
the springs up full. The movement 
does not have fusees. 

At the left of the movement the 
rack for controlling the regular 
strike can be seen. The rack is con- 
trolled by a large wheel, immediate- 
ly below the rack, which acts as a 
snail, but looks more like a count- 
wheel, or locking-plate. 

The deep cuts in this wheel are 
for the hour strike. Between the 
deep cuts are three steps which make 
the quarter-hour strikes; the same 
rack performing both functions, 

For the quarter-hour strike the 
arbor with two arms actuates the 
two striking hammers. At the time 
for the hour strike this arbor is 
moved over so that only one ham- 
mer is actuated. 

This entire arrangement is dif- 
ferent from anything I have exam- 
ined or worked on before. Inciden- 
tally, the snail-wheel is moved by a 
pinion on the end of the hour-wheel 
arbor. This is visible near the cen- 
ter of the plate. 

The repeat mechanism is on the 
right side and is entirely separated 
from the rest of the movement ex- 
cept for the two snails which con- 
trol it. The repeat mechanism has 
its own spring, as is found in a re- 
peater watch. 

The repeat cord is wound around 
a pulley and this can be seen at 
the upper right of the movement. 
When the cord is pulled out it turns 
the pulley. This in turn, winds up 
the repeat-spring that-is on the other 
end of the pulley arbor, on the front- 
plate of the movement. 

The pulley will move only far 
enough to permit the correct hour 
and quarter strike. This is con- 
trolled by two snails, one located on 
the hour-wheel arbor, and another 
set on a star-wheel and actuated by 
the snail on the hour-wheel arbor. 

When the cord is pulled out and 
released the two hammers on _ the 
right come into play; first the hour 
is struck on the larger bell by one 
hammer, and then the proper quar- 
ter-hour is struck by two hammers 
on both bells with a ting-tang. I 
have not seen this type of repeat 
action on a clock before, and as 
I have said, it more nearly resem- 
bles the action of a quarter-hour re- 
peater watch. 

This clock is 24 inches high, and 
18 inches wide at the widest point 
near the base. A finial, of course, 
would increase its height. A door to 
close up the back of the case is 
missing and I have not yet replaced 
it. This is a simple matter when I 
finally get around to it. 

This clock is, undoubtedly, one of 
the finest in my collection today. It 
is the result of a gamble that has 
paid off well. I do have a sizable in- 
vestment in the clock. That invest- 


ment represents the original price 
paid, plus uncounted hours of pains- 
taking labor to restore its beauty 
and usefulness. I consider it to be 
well worth its cost. 

I have often said in previous arti- 
cles, that in my opinion, one should 
learn to repair and restore these old 
time-pieces if he is to realize the 
full enjoyment and satisfaction of 
his hobby as a collector. I am very 
glad, indeed, that I took an interest 
in the matter of repair and restora- 
tion a long time ago and that ' 
have learned how to do a great deal 
of this work with my own hands 
and from my own knowledge. 

Without the confidence that comes 
from this experience, I never would 
have dared to take a chance in pur- 
chasing either of these fine old 
clocks: this one, and the one de- 
scribed last month. I shudder to 
think of what it would have cost me, 
in either case, had [ turned the 
jobs over to a clock-repair man. 

I am not suggesting that anyone 
should take a chance on clocks in the 
condition of the two I have described. 
I can assure you however, I am 
glad I did.

the only one of them to be issued 
with both sides by him, 

In the short descriptions of their 
artists at the end of the 1912 cat- 
alog, the editor, noted with obvious 
pride that “Ada Jones makes at least 
one record for Columbia every 
month.” He then stated that “Fred- 
erick V. Bowers, of the song-writing 
team of Horwitz and Bowers, and 
vaudeville headliner, makes records 
exclusively for the Columbia.” But 
when this was written, the last of 
the Bowers records had already been 
released. 

I should mention that collectors 
will also find the Bowers records on 
the Columbia off-brana labels, as I 
have a copy of A928 on the Stand- 
ard label with no mention or iden- 
tification of the artist. I also have 
a copy of Heigh-Ho on the single- 
faced Lakeside label as number 70339. 

Mr. Bowers made this handful of 
records nearly half a century ago. 
In an era in which more music is 
being offered in recorded form than 
ever before, perhaps we may all hope 
that he will record a long-playing 
record for his fans. As one of the 
leading composers and performers 
from the turn of the century such 
an offering would be more than wel- 
come to hundreds of collectors I am 
sure, as well as to the thousands of 
people he entertains every year. 
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I REMEMBER when a neighbor 
Had a cylinder gram-o-phone; 
How I spent much time in wishing 
That I had one of my own.

a trip each day except Sunday from 
Abingdon to West Jefferson, N. C. 

In so doing it climbed the highest 
grade of any train operating in the 
Eastern United States and chugged 
past White Top the highest moun- 
tain in Virginia, where a folk music 
festival used to be held each sum- 
mer. 

The train was the slowest I had 
ever been on, and I hadn’t occupied 
it long, before a young mountain 
man, his wife, and their baby got on 
as my only fellow passengers. The 
man was richly under the influence 
of alcohol and his wife surprised 
me by puffing cigarettes, one after 
the other. 

The man soon revealed himself to 
be a baseball enthusiast. ‘“‘Hey, bud!” 
he yelled at me, after the train had 
gone a few miles. “You like base- 
ball?” 

“Yes,” I replied. 

“Me too,” he returned with great 
satisfaction. “Who you think’s gonna 
win that there ‘Merican League Pen- 
nant?” 

“The Yankees,” I replied. 

“Me too!” he bellowed, waving a 
bottle in my direction. “I’m a real 
ol’-time Yankee fan!

Safety Locomotive 
Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


An interesting, attractive, tri-purpose mechanical bank 
is our choice as No. 87 in the numerical classification of 
mechanical banks. This bank, Safety Locomotive, is not 
only intended as a toy savings device but was also made 
to be used as a paperweight and a pull toy. Of further 
interest is the fact that the bank represents an object 
and there are a very limited number of mechanical banks 
that fit into this category. Others are the American Bank 
(HOBBIES, July 1955), the Camera Bank (HOBBIES, 
December 1955), and the Pistol Bank. The fact that the 
bank represents an early type of 4-4-0 locomotive with 
its fine tall stack adds considerably to its desirability, 
not only to collectors of mechanical banks but to collect- 
ors of cast-iron toys and toy train collectors as well. 

The Safety Locomotive, like the American Bank and 
the Camera Bank, has been considered a borderline case 
as to its being a semi-mechanical or a mechanical bank 
predicated on the fact that there is no immediate action 
in direct connection with a coin whether inserted in the 
bank or deposited by the action of the bank. Well the 
Safety Locomotive is a fine little bank and it does have 
clever mechanism inside whose operation is eventually 
caused by the number and weight of coins and it most 
likely belongs in the mechanical bank category. It’s to 
be admitted that from a strictly action standpoint the 
bank leaves much to be desired but this is not the only 
basis on which we judge a mechanical bank as to its 
merit as there are other factors involved. It is a well 
known and established fact among collectors of mechan- 
ical banks that some of the most desirable and rarest 
items have a minimum of action in their operation. 

The Safety Locomotive was patented November 15, 
1887 by Edward J. Colby of Chicago, Illinois. The patent 
papers covering the bank were somewhat difficult to 
locate since he patented the bank as a toy locomotive and, 
therefore, this put the papers into a classification and 
sub-classification where under normal circumstances pat- 
ent papers covering a mechanical bank would not be 
found. Also of interest is the fact that the Safety Loco- 
motive is the only known mechanical bank to be patented 
in the entire year of 1887. 

The patent papers on the Safety Locomotive are note- 
worthy and Mr. Colby starts his claim as follows: “My 
invention relates to toys for banks, paper-weights, and 
the like, and has for its object to provide a bank which 
can be used as a toy to be drawn by a child, can be used 
as a paper-weight, or can be used as a bank, the contents 
of which are adapted to open the bank when they reach 
a certain weight. These objects I accomplish by means 
of the mechanism in the accompanying drawings, where- 
in Figure 1 is a side view of my invention. Figure 2 is 
a longitudinal section through the invention. Figure 3 
is a plan view with the smoke stack and sand chest re- 
moved to leave the bank open.” 

The accompanying drawings referred to are the same 
as the bank pictured. Detailed explanation is given in 
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the papers as to the parts and working mechanism with 
reference to the drawings. The smoke stack and sand 
chest are shown as an integral unit which is removable 
after the proper number of coins have been deposited 
in the bank. In his summation of his patent Mr. Colby 
expresses his claim as follows: 

“TI claim and desire to secure by Letters Patent a toy 
bank consisting of a hollow locomotive provided with a 
coin receiving aperture, a removable smoke stack which 
covers the aperture through which the coin is removed, 
and a spring-latch which is adapted to lock the smoke 
stack in position, but when depressed by the weight of 
the coin permits it to be released and removed so that 
the coin may be abstracted.” 

The bank shown is in nice condition and completely 
original. It was obtained by the writer a number of years 
ago through the good help of B. H. O’Connell of Bing- 
hamton, N. Y. The bank has its original nickel-plate 
finish and this type finish in mechanical banks is rather 
uncommon. As a matter of fact in the entire series of 
articles up to date only one mechanical bank came with 
a nickel finish and this was the Automatic Coin Sav- 
ings Bank (HOBBIES, December 1956). 

As to the operation of the bank, dimes are inserted 
in the coin slot located in the roof of the cab and they 





drop on through into the steam boiler. When sufficient 
coins have been deposited they force the spring in the 
forward end of the boiler and thus depress the locking 
piston and cause it to descend. The hook on the bar to 
which the sand chest and smoke stack are fastened is 
thus freed and this part may be removed so that the 
coins can be extracted. 

The Safety Locomotive pictured has the name “Safety” 
on the front of the boiler and “Pat. 87” on each side of 
the cab under the windows. A later variety of the bank 
has the name “Safety” on each side of the cab and the 
date “Pat. 87” on the front of the boiler. This type also 
has a removable curved piece that fits on top of the 
boiler under the removable stack and sand chest. This 
was a later adaptation to facilitate the removal of coins. 

The Safety Locomotive makes a desirable addition to 
a collection of mechanical banks and it is a real chal- 
lenge to the collector to find one in complete original 
condition. Since it was played with as a pull toy as well 
as a bank it was subject to extra usage. Usually one 
part or another is broken and most often the removable 
stack and sand chest is missing completely. The number 
of complete original Safety Locomotive Banks in private 
collections is very limited.

Fine Arts At Auction 


About 1950 paintings were sold at 
auction from September, 1959, to 
June, 1960, by the Parke-Bernet Gal- 
leries, Inc., New York, N. Y. They 
brought a total of $3,078,360. 

The works of Cézanne, Monet, Re- 
noir and other French impressionists 
and post-impressionists continued to 
rank high, but there was also a de- 
cided upswing in prices for cubist 
and other abstract works, in partic- 
ular, examples by Braque, Léger 
and Picasso; as well as a marked 
surge of interest in such younger 
contemporaries as Dubuffet, Hartung 
and Soulages. These trends were 
most pointedly illustrated in the 
sale held for the benefit of the 30th 
Anniversary Fund of the Museum 
of Modern ‘Art, when, for the first 
time in art auction history, coast-to- 
coast closed circuit television, under 
a plan conceived and executed by 
Theatre Network Television, Inc., 
enabled bidders in New York, Chi- 
cago, Dallas and Los Angeles to 
participate. 

Another sale of particular inter- 
est was that of twenty-seven paint- 
ings of Diego Rivera, including im- 
portant cubist period canvases (1914- 
17), collected by the late D. En- 
rique Freyman, former cultural at- 
tache of the Mexican Government in 
Paris. 

Top prices for modern works, in 
addition to those which brought the 
season’s highest prices, were: $42,000 
for “The Houses of Parliament, Lon- 
don” by Monet; $40,000 for Bran- 
cusi’s extremely rare bronze “Blonde 
Negress”; $38,000 for “Femme au

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Chapeau Bleu” by Matisse and $4,500 
for a bronze bust by Epstein, “Old 
Pinager (1923).” Prices for Conti- 
nental contemporaries were especial- 
ly interesting and included $27,000 
and $13,500 for two Dubuffets; 
$8,000 for a Giacometti figure; $7,000 
for a Venard and $5,800 for a Mat- 
ta; with $11,000 for a Hartung and 
$9,000 for a Soulages, neither of 
whose works had sold here before 
at auction. 

Only two sales devoted solely to 
the sale of Old Master paintings oc- 
curred. The highest prices were 
brought by a Salomon van Ruysdael, 
“River Scene,” $10,500, followed by 
$9,000 for a Vigée-Lebrun portrait 
of “La Comtesse de Chatenay.” 





GREENTOWN GLASS 
ON DISPLAY 


A display of Greentown glass oc- 
cupies the entire wall space in 12 
cases at the Grand Rapids, Mich. 
Public Museum. It will be there 
through July and August of this 


year. 

The collection was amassed by Dr. 
Ruth Herrick of that city. She re- 
searched, excavated, and bought the 
various pieces of her collection. 

Greentown glass was manufac- 
tured by the Indiana Tumbler and 
Goblet Company, Greentown, Ind., 
from 1894 to 1903, when the factory 
burned. In 1894 patterns of clear 
glass were being manufactured. La- 
ter chocolate glass was highly pop- 
ular. Holly amber is another favor- 
ite pattern of the early 1900’s. 

Dr. Herrick is an authority on 
Greentown glass. She published a 
book on the subject last year. Her 
glass was on exhibit in January of 
this year at the Museum, and by 
request was loaned -again for the 
two summer months so visitors to 
Grand Rapids, as well as the towns- 
people, could enjoy it.

way and invisible from the road. It 
seemed to me I walked a quarter 
of a mile down one stepping stone 
after another, before I reached it. 

Mrs. Hader was on the back porch, 
shelling peas, and she proved to be 
friendly, but in no mood to sign a 
contract. She told me she and her 
present husband wanted to make a 
new record of “The Wreck of the 
Old 97” and were going to New York 
the next month to see about it. She 
said she would call then on Mr. Sha- 
piro and talk about renewing the 
contract. 

T had introduced myself as an old 
friend of her late husband and_told 
her that when T knew Henry Whit- 
ter he had a singing partnership 
with G. B. Grayson, a blind man 
who lived at Laurel Bloomery, N. C. 
She said Grayson had been killed 
years before in an automobile ac- 
cident, and Henry had spent_ the 
last years of his life in a North 
Carolina institution, suffering from 
an ailment which had worn him down 
to “a bag of skin and bones”—a 
shadow of the robust young man 
I had known. I believe she said he 
died in 1941. 

When I left, after delivering my 
most persuasive arguments and _pre- 
senting as good a case as I could in 
behalf of Mr. Shapiro, I still didn’t 
have a signed contract, but I did 
seem to have the friendship of Mrs. 
Hader, whom I liked in return. The 
letter I sent Mr. Shapiro, relating 
my adventures, however, pleased him 
so much that he considerably in- 
creased the fee he had agreed to 
pay me, so I didn’t feel the trip 
was entirely a failure. 

Several months later he wrote me 
that Mrs. Hader had finally “fallen 
into line” along with the other per- 
sons sharing in the copyright, and 
publication rights of “The Old 97” 
were now protected until 1980, when 
it will so into public domain. The 
last survivor of the wreck died a 
few months ago. 

Before leaving the subject of “The 
Wreck” and proceeding to discuss 
less litigious aspects of Vernon Dal- 
hart’s later career, I should like to 
mention a few odd recordings. There 
was, for one, the dance band ver- 
sion played for Brunswick by Carl 
Fenton’s Orchestra with a vocal re- 
frain by Billy Jones and Ernest 
Hare. 

A genuine oddity was a version of 
the song on a Grey Gull record sung 
by Arthur Fields, with words cred- 
ited to someone named Watters, and 
bearing little resemblance to those 
in Dalhart’s recordings. Grey Gull 
was said to have a custom of issu- 
ing a hit tune on one side of a rec- 
ord, then giving aspiring song writ- 
ers $50 to write something to go on 
the other side, with the understand- 
ing that royalties would not be de- 
manded. Probably “Watters”  re- 
ceived $50 to do a non-royalty ver- 
sion of “The Wreck.” This was pos- 
sible, since a song title cannot be 
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copyrighted and the tune was public 
property. 

And several fanciers of hill-billy 
music have asked me not to overlook 
the excellent Columbia record of 
“The Wreck of the Old 97,”’ made in 
1927 by Gid Tanner’s Skillet Lick- 
ers, assisted by Clayton McMichen 
and Riley Puckett. This record was 
good value, for it contained another 
back country classic, “John Henry 
(The Steel Drivin’ Man)” on its re- 
verse side—a rendition which the 
Columbia catalog editor facetiously 
termed “the musical millenium.” 


POSTSCRIPT 


After the manuscript of this in- 
stallment had gone to the printers, 
I was wakened from. a nap on the 
afternoon of Sunday, June 5th, by 
a telephone call from a HOBBIES 
folder operator in Oak Park, Ill. My 
caller said he was a student of 
folk-music and I was mistaken in 
quoting the words of “The Wreck of 
the Old 97” as referring to the en- 
gineer as “Pete.” The engineer, the 
young man said, was a man named 
Brodie, who was called “Steve” from 
the Steve Brodie who insisted he 
jumped from the Brooklyn bridge. 
My informant said he had a book 
of folk-music in which the name was 
printed as Steve, and he wanted to 
change “Pete” to “Steve” in my copy. 

I am sure that, historically speak- 
ing, he was right. The sheet music 
also gives the name as Steve. Never- 
theless, Dalhart sings it ‘Pete’ in 
all his records, including the elec- 
trically re-made Victor and Bluebird. 
On replaying Henry Whitter’s orig- 
inal Okeh record, I am inclined to 
think he says “Steve” rather than 
“Pete,” but like many of the other 
words in that record, it is indistinct. 
So “Steve” is probably another word 
that Dalhart sang wrong and David 
Graves George miscopied after him. 
Dalhart also continued in his later 
records to say “Center” for “Spen- 
cer” and “average” for “air brake.” 

Incidentally, after Dalhart ceased 
to make new records in this coun- 
try, in the early 1930’s, his old ones 
were issued regularly in England, 
Australia, and New Zealand, and 
sold well for several years. 


Several folk-music enthusiasts have 
urged me to devote my articles here- 
after to nothing but the so-called 
“hill-billy” artists, but that will not 
be done. Such performers were not 
pioneer recorders and are outside 
the scope of this department. Dal- 
hart has been written about at 
length because he was established 
as a singer of popular and semi- 


‘classical music before he went into 


the “folk music” field as a synthetic 
“hill-billy.”

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SILVER and OTHER METALS 
Metal Sculpture of Greater India 


The Materials and the Forms 


The art of Indian metal sculpture 
is not restricted to India proper, but 
is represented in China, Tibet, and 
Nepal; Burma. Siam, Cambodia, Cey- 
lon, and Indonesia. India, with the 
development of her religions, gave 
origin to the votive art of Eastern 
Asia and had a great ethical bear- 
ing on the entire Far East. 

Some of the old traditions and re- 
ligious schools which no longer exist 
in India, remain very much alive in 
these countries. For centuries, large 
numbers of metal images were sent 
from India to these distant lands. 
There they served the local crafts- 
men as inspirations and ideals in 
creating their own interpretations of 
deities. 

The casting of images in copper, 
bronze, brass—and more rarely in 
precious metals—by the cire perdue 
(lost wax) technique has been a 
common procedure in India for some 
5,000 years. The earliest examples 
belong to the Indus Valley culture. 

They date from the first part of 
the third millennium, B.C. An excel- 
lent example, believed to be from 


this period, is the

For want of proper terms, and 
lack of knowledge concerning alloy 
components, the term bronze, as ap- 
plied to metal sculpture, includes 
figures that may have been cast in 
copper, brass, and other alloys— 
with or without gilding. Many dif- 
ferent pure metals and alloys were 
used in ancient India. 

Iron was worked at an early date, 
also gold, silver, lead, and tin—and 
a very early knowledge of the art 
of preparing steel may have origin- 
ated in India. The steel of India was 
known to the Greeks and the Per- 
sians, and probably to the Egyptians. 

Most of the examples which exist 
today are pure copper, and copper- 
base alloys. The limited quantities 
of tin—along with the Hindu pious 
persuasion that bronze was impure 
for religious rites—may account for 
the rarity of true bronze images. 

In Java, as well as in other parts 

of Indonesia, brass 


came more popular than bronze. An 
alloy consisting of two parts copper 
and one part zine was not only less 
costly but also the yellow color was 
more treasured. 

‘In India, from the earliest pe- 
riods, various metals were supposed 
to symbolize different stars, and the 
astrological agreement between the 
metals and the image had a strong 
influence. In the North the amalgam 
of eight metals known as astadhatu 
—comprising gold, silver, iron, tin, 
lead, mercury, copper, and zinc was 
the most prized and was considered 
the most nearly perfect combination 
for the making of religious images. 

In South India the ideal alloy for 
metal sculpture has been the pan- 
cha lauha. This literally means the 
five trons, though it is a compound 
of copper, gold, silver, brass, and 
white lead. The casting of images in 
brass has been practiced in both 
North and South India since the 10th 
century A.D. 

Pure copper was widely used in 
India for works of art from the ear- 
liest time. There are records of gold 


sculpture be- and silver having been used in an-

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cient India to produce large images. 
An account from the reign of the 
great emperor, Samudra Gupta, in 
860 A.D., describes an image of 
Buddha cast in gold and silver, stud- 
ded with precious gems. A similar 
description has been recorded from 
the reign of King Harsha in the 
seventh century A.D., of a great 
monastery and shrine on the Gan- 
ges, where a golden image of Buddha 
—‘“equal to the King in stature”— 
was sheltered in a tower 100 feet 
high. 

There are no extant examples of 
gold and silver images of this de- 
scription. Metal sculptures, especial- 
ly those figures made of precious 
metals, have been tempting spoils to 
invading and victorious armies. Usu- 
ally the images were melted to pro- 
vide money and arms. 

A magnificent gold image of Bud- 
dha does exist in a Bangkok temple. 
For the last 200 years this remark- 
able statue was believed to be bronze. 
In making preparation to move it to 
another temple several years ago, 
the statue’s surface was accidental- 
ly chipped or scraped thus reveal- 
ing its actual metal, gold, 

Obviously this statue had been 
successfully camouflaged during an 
invasion. The seated figure, 10 feet 
in height, appears to be a Buddha 
from Ayudha, probably 15th centu- 
ry. It weighs five tons, and is valued 
at about $3,000,000. 

Wood, stone, terra cotta—each has 
its excellence as a plastic material, 
but none of these has been so uni- 
versally depended upon as bronze to 
unite in expressing the sculptor’s 
designs. In the attributes of tensile 
strength, fluidity, workability, per- 
manence, and in the variety of 
forms and surfaces, no sculptural 
material can equal the versatility of 
bronze. 

The Chinese are recorded in their 
traditions to have been acquainted 
with the art of molding and chisel- 
ing bronze from the earliest time. 
Copper was highly valued during the

three ancient dynasties—Hsia (2205- 
1767 B.C.), Shang (1767-1122), Chou 
(1122-255). 

‘It was commonly referred to as 
the metal, being the metal par ex- 
cellence of the period. The term 
red metal was occasionally used. 
Gold and silver were principally em- 
ployed in early periods for the dec- 
oration of bronzes, being inlaid or 
encrusted on the surface. 

In Ceylon the Sinhalese craftsmen 
created images of Buddha and other 
religious figures according to certain 
canons established in the work called 
Sariputra. Images were made of gold, 
copper, clay, stone, wood, burnt clay 
(brick), and lime. Silver, bronze, 
brass, and ivory were also used. 

Small images were most often 
made of metal—brass, silver, and 
gold. It is not possible to identify 
by inspection the material of the 
larger statues. Whether of stone, 
brick or clay, they are always plas- 
tered and painted or gilded with 
gold leaf.

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examples of Sinhalese bronze sculp- 
ture which may date from the fifth 
century A.D., or earlier. Bronze 
images appear to have been made 
less frequently in later times. Brass 
figures of average quality are still 
commonly made. 

Quite remarkable are the animal 
figures cast from brass in Indone- 
sia. Precious metals were worked ex- 
clusively in those areas where the 
influence of Hinduism was strongest 
—Java and Bali, southern Celebes, 
the Malayan coastal districts of Bor- 
neo, and in large areas of Sumatra. 

Objects in gold and silver were 
mainly decorated with motifs of 
leaves, blossoms, and tendrils, with 
figures sometimes being added which 
were closely connected with Hindu- 
ism—such as the garuda figure (bird 
with golden wings), the kala (lion) 
head, and others. 

It was in the Gupta period, dur- 
ing the fourth and fifth centuries 
A.D., that Indian sculpture—both 
Hindu and Buddhist—came to its 
classical perfection. The same Gup- 
ta ideals furnished the basic pat- 
terns for metal sculpture in Ceylon, 
Siam, Burma, Cambodia, and Java, 
as well as in the Far East—where 
the tradition survives with some 
vigor to the present day. 

The image of White Tara illus- 
trated in bronze in a Tibetan hollow 
casting. The figure is completely 
covered with a heavy patina of rich 
dark brown, shading to black. It is 
jeweled with turquoise, coral, and 
lapis lazuli. 

An example of casting in copper, 
inlaid and encrusted with silver, is 
the Nepalese figure of a feminine 
Bodhisattva. The floral attributes 
are enriched with amethyst quartz. 

The representation in brass of 
Ayanar riding a horse, from India, 
was cast in two pieces, The surface, 
plain and polished, has a patina 
which has given it somewhat the 
color of new bronze—a rich gold.

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Texas Souvenir Spoons

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Texas, the Lone Star State, de- 
rived its name from the Tejas In- 
dians. ‘It is called the Lone Star 
State because of the flag that has 
been its emblem since 1839. The use 
of the star in the flag may stem 
from the fact that the Lone Star 
symbolizes liberty. “ 

Texas has been under six flags. 
First, Spain’s was the Texas ban- 
ner from the time Columbus claimed 
New Spain in 1492, including Texas, 
until Mexican independence from 
Spain, in 1821. 

The second was France. This ban- 
ner probably was planted by Robert 
Cavalier, Sieur de la Salle at Fort 
St. Louis in 1685. This nebulous 
claim was given up in 1762 when 


France transferred her territory 
west of the Mississippi river to 
Spain. 


There may have been a shadow of 
French claim without any definite 
boundary determination between 
1800, when Napoleon got Louisiana 
back from Spain, and 1803, when he 
sold it to the United States. 


Mexico provided the first official 
standard from 1821 to Texas inde- 
pendence in 1836. 


The fourth flag was that of the 
Republic of Texas. It was adopted 
December 10, 1836, as the national 
standard of the Republic of Texas. 


The fifth flag was that of the 
United States. The flag for Texas as 
the 28th state (and star) in the 
United States flag dates from Feb- 
ruary 19, 1846, with the exception 
of the period during the war _ be- 
tween the states. During that war 
Texas was a member of the Confed- 
erate States of America. 


Its sixth flag was that of the Con- 
federate States of America. Texas 
became the seventh state in the Con- 
federacy and the seventh star in 
the Confederate flag, the Stars and 
Bars. 

This flag was the emblem of the 
Confederacy from March 4, 1861 to 
April 9, 1865. At that time General 
Robert E. Lee surrendered at Ap- 
pomattox Court House, Va.

On the front of the spoon handle is 
shown a picture of Travis, surrounded 
by a partial wreath, and below are the 
names of Texas heroes: Bowie, Bonham, 
Crockett, Melam De Zavala, Houston, 
Austin, Briscoe, Evans, Burnet, Lamar.

An Adventure in Buttons 


By MARIE I. GROGAN 


Sharing a common enthusiasm for 
buttons as we do, I feel that you will 
be interested in my little adventure 
in buttons on one of my trips East. 

At that time, the Cooper Union 
Museum in New York had installed 
a collection, most attractively la- 
belled “Four Thousand and One But- 
tons.” It was one of the great pleas- 
ures of my early button collecting ex- 
periences to examine this collection. 

Then, the collection was housed in 
four cabinets. The buttons were 
mounted on white cardboard, and ar- 
ranged in glass topped drawers. It 
appeared to be a very effective meth- 
od of preservation and display, and 
impressed me as one that collectors 
might apply, if wishing to start a 
home museum. 

There were groups of the colonial 
types with their euphonious bell ring, 
those fine brass buttons which orna- 
mented the coats of the wealthy in 
those days, and so representative of 
the jeweler’s art that they might have 
beer made in Paul Revere’s own 
workshop. 

The Wedgwoods were particularly 
handsome and there were the jewel 
and story buttons, a group of French 
ones dating from 1789 to 1804, paint- 
ed porcelains of the late 18th centu- 
ry and the Haitian buttons, lent by 
Mrs. Robert B. Noyes, a member of 
the Museum’s Advisory Council until 
her death. 

The Haitian buttons were on loan 
at the Museum, and destined later 
for the Musee des Colonies in Paris. 
I shall never forget this collection of 
18. Of ivory, they were painted by 
the English artist Augustin Brunais, 
each representing scenes of native 
island life in Haiti. Covered with 
glass and adorned with gold rims, 
they were made for, and worn on 
the hoiiday coat of Toussaint L’Ouv- 
erture. 


An interesting history is linked 


with these buttons. When Toussaint 
was dying in the prison of Besancon 
in 1813 he gave his coat to the boy 
who had been so attentive in serv- 
ing him. The boy, shortly afterwards, 
returned to Sedan, his birthplace, 
taking the coat along with other ob- 
jects which Toussaint had bequeathed 
him. Since he could not use the coat, 
which was made of silk, embroidered 
with spangles, he stored it in a trunk 
where it was found :by his heirs,, all 
musty and ragged. The heirs, being 


poverty stricken, were advised by 
kindly neighbors to sell the buttons. 
Thus they came to market with this 
romantic story as a setting, more 
colorful perhaps than the gay coat 
they once adorned. 

A few days after my visit to Coop- 
er Union I had the opportunity to 
see the original button string that 
was on display at the Museum at 
the time of its special button exhibi- 
tion, and which was purchased by 
the noted collector and button histo- 
ry author, Mrs. Lillian Smith Albert 
of Hightstown, N. J. Mrs. Albert af- 
terwards separated the buttons to 
preserve the more fragile ones, and 
it was my good fortune to handle 
these buttons and examine them in 
her home. 

A charming and gracious person, 
Mrs. Albert literally unfolded like 
a rose in showing me her lovely col- 
lection, including her hunting case 
buttons with the superb chasing and 
engraving and one of the most fas- 
cinating groups of large calicos I 
had ever seen. I noted with interest 
that Mrs. Albert had many of her 
buttons framed and mounted decor- 
atively on the wall of her home. 
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After viewing the Colonial but- 
tons in the Cooper Museum and the 
examples Mrs. Albert and her hus- 
band had collected, I was reminded 
that O. C. Lightner, founder of 
HOBBIES Magazine, had published a 
story in HOBBIES, which pertained 
to his purchase of the wonderful 
Hart collection. It was like going far 
afield to be reminded that there was 
this wonderful Colonial treasure then 
at our own Chicago doorstep. I was 
also reminded of Mr. Lightner’s pio- 
neering in the button collecting field, 
and the further stimulation he gave 
to this developing hobby by the pub- 
lication of three books on buttons. 

On that trip, I was struck by the 
intense interest in buttons in the 
East. They really were enjoying the 
hobby scouting around, attending ex- 
hibits, reporting in their society bul- 
letins and doing a thorough job of 
studying and researching. I noticed 
also that a Pattern glass shop on 
Madison Ave. in New York City had 
gone definitely into buttons, appar- 
ently finding it enchanting as well 
as remunerative. 

And just to show how far reaching 
buttons had become, I picked up sam- 
ples of wallpaper design made by 
two New York women, Bartholomew 
and Lynde, with the buttons as a 
motif against different colored back- 
grounds, 

Since that time many more men too, 
have adopted buttons as a hobby to 
such an extent that it can well be 
said that it is an all around col- 
lecting’ pursuit. 

The historical specimens, of course, 
are favorites with the men, but what- 
ever the particular fancy, buttons 
are all historical in that they mirror 
their eras, the changing styles and 
fashions, and the events of their 
days. In our own period of stress 
and strain one’s collection represents 
more than ever a release—and a 
worthwhile avocation.

Jewels produced for the latest Dia- 
monds-International Awards were 
placed on display in the Smithsonian 
Institution’s Natural History Build- 
ing beginning recently. The collection 
consists of 48 pieces of diamond jew- 
elry from 24 designing jewelers rep- 
resenting 7 nations. The awards are 
presented for excellence of design 
after drawings or sketches chosen by 
the selection committee have been 
executed in precious metals and 
gems. Illuminated color transparen- 
cies of the finished jewels permit a 
detailed study of each creation, in- 
cluding the cuts and shape ot the 
diamonds employed. 

Of special interest are designs for 
Curacao, Stuttgart, Venice, Zurich, 
Geneva, and Milan. The 13 American 
designers represented include well- 
known houses in metropolitan cen- 
ters and also representatives of 
smaller communities such as Bloom- 
ington, 'Ill., and Beverly Hills, Calif. 

The collection reveals that design 
in diamonds is moving toward con- 
temporary and nonconformist art but 
is never grotesque. Sentimental flow- 
ers, and reaiistic roses and daisies 
have given way to bright seedlings, 
shoots, shrubs, flowering branches, 
and even desert cactus. The dia- 
monds appear litera!ly to burst forth, 
jut out, float in space, bounce, dance, 
and bubble. Curved cuts such as the 
round and the marquise are favor- 
ites, but the straight, sticklike little 
baguette diamond is used ornamen- 
tally in nearly every object.

Sanctus Bells 

In old church accounts there are 
many references to the “sanctus” or 
“saints” bell. This was a small hand- 
bell on the altar to be rung that all 
might make adoration as the priest 
chanted the opening words of the 
Sanctus: “Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord 
God of Sabaoth... .” 

For an inscription, sanctus bells 
often bore a three-fold repetition of 
the letter “S.” One so marked was 
discovered at an English church near 
York during its restoration in 1893. 
In addition to the above markings, 
it bore a cross of remarkable shape, 
with the spear and sponge of the 
Crucifixion passing through it. 

One of the most used sanctus 
bells was the so-called Evangelists’ 
bell, not to be confused with the

Apostles’ bell. The latter bears the 
figures and symbols of all 12 Apos- 
tles, along with various papal in- 
signia. The former bears only the 
Apocalyptic symbols of the four 
Evangelists, and their Latin names. 

The original Evangelists’ bell was 
an ancient Byzantine one in the col- 
lection of the Archbishop of Rheims. 
The original was of open-work and 
was fairly sizable. Later copies were 
produced in various sizes, some in 
open-work and others more crude 
and solid in appearance. All, how- 
ever, show the Latin names and the 
symbols of the four Evangelists: an 
angel for Matthew; a lion for Mark; 
an ox for Luke; and for John, an 
eagle. 

The associating of these symbols 
with the Evangelists has no biblical 
foundation, of course. It is attrib- 
uted instead to Irenaeus of the sec- 
ond century, who seems to have been 
the first to use these symbols for the 
Gospel writers, basing his selections 
— the opening content of each Gos- 
pel. 

Ancther favorite sanctus bell was 
called the pelican bell, or sometimes 
the Crucifixion bell. It, too, bears 
four symbols of the early church, 
these representing the four-fold at- 
tributes of Christ. 

One of these is the pelican, sym- 
bol of the Atonement. ‘According to 
legend, the pelican pierces its own 
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Heavy altar-bell formerly used by one 
of the young priests of an Ethiopian 
Coptic Church. Decorated in traditional 
patterns, the bell is of a metal called 
Ethiopian silver.

breast, giving its life-blood to save 
its young, just as Christ shed his 
blood for the remission of mankind’s 
sins. A distinguishing feature of the 
pelican sanctus bell is a ladder shown 
in various forms with the other sym- 
bols. The ladder was one of the ear- 
ly emblems of the Crucifixion. 

Associated with the sanctus bell 
was the priests’ bell, known some- 
times as the Ting-Tang, Tintanny, 
Tantony (or the St. Anthony’s) bell. 
The name seems to be derived from 
the fact that a bell was one of St. 
Anthony’s emblems, it being attached 
either to his staff or suspended from 
the neck of his strange companion, 
a pig. 

Evil spirits were known to dislike 
the sound of a bell. For this reason, 
many priests thought that, by carry-

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ing consecrated bells with them 
wherever they went, they could more 
easily cast out evil. 


Sacring Bells 

The sacring bell was designed to 
be rung at the Elevation of the Host. 
The most elaborate consisted of small 
bells attached to a wheel, the lat- 
ter being rotated by pulling a cord. 
Apparently these wheels of bells were 
much more common in Europe than 
in England. 

Bonanni, in his 18th century work 
on medieval musical instruments tells 
of finding a most remarkable wheel 
of 150 bells in the Abbey of Fulda, 
Germany. The wheel had 14 arms 
forming a star 24 feet in diameter, 
about which the little bells were sus- 
pended. It was a beautiful work of 
medieval art, bearing the date 1515. 


In America, too, the sacring wheel 
was found, primarily in Mexico and 
the Southwest. Influenced by their 
familiarity with such sacring bells 
in Spain, the Franciscan Fathers 
found the wheels particularly effec- 
tive with the Indian acolytes. 

Of necessity, these sacring wheels 
were somewhat less elaborate than 
their European counterparts. Some, 
in fact, had only wooden bells that 
clattered in strictly unmusical fash- 
ion. 

Unlimited Variations 

While created specifically for use 
in the religious ceremonies of a par- 
ticular denomination, sanctus and sac- 
ring bells were naturally fashioned 
in the familiar art idioms of their 
surrounding contemporary world. 

The priests’ bells of the 17th cen- 
tury, like those carried by St. Pat- 
rick, were scarcely more than crude 
cow-bells. Religious hand-bells de- 
signed by medieval artisans were 
elaborately beautiful, with symbolic 
designs and Latin inscriptions. Effi- 
gies of the Virgin, the Holy Child, 
or various saints, were used in lieu 
of inscriptions, or in combination 
with them. 

Frequently, certain symbols asso- 
ciated with early churchmen were 
used as decorations on small religi- 
ous bells of the Christian church. The 
swan, frequently associated with 
Martin Luther, was embossed on 
Lutheran altar-bells, for example. 

Often, the inscriptions were in the 
form of a dedication to His Holy 
Name, or to the Virgin, or to a 
church’s patron saint. Others were 
invocations or biblical inscriptions. 

A beautiful brass sanctus bell from 
Canterbury, formerly in the Anna 
Knowlton collection, bears the bib- 
lical injunction Satus Vade Retro 
(Satan, get thee behind me). In the 
writer’s collection is a large silver 
sacring bell on a bracket as ornate 
as the bell itself. Two bands of 
Latin inscription constitute a prayer. 

European churches of the late 18th 
and early 19th centuries were using 
distinctive altar-bells of a type not 
found before or after that era. One 
was a brass shell, resembling a 
cover, with one to four bells hang- 
ing underneath.

Michigan Entry Wins 
Top Honors: 
Ohioan Ties For Runnerup 


For the second year in a row, C. 
E. Valentine, Jr., of Birmingham, 
Mich., captured top honors at the 
Classic Car Club of America’s Mid- 
west Grand Classic, Greenfield Vil- 
lage, Dearborn, Mich., July 9. 

Valentine’s Senior Division entry, 
a sleek 1937 Mercedes-Benz 540-K 
four-passenger Cabriolet, was award- 
ed 99 points. This was the highest 
registered by any of the nearly 90 
entries and gave him the Midwest 
Grand Championship. The same car 
tallied 98.75 points last year in the 
Primary (novice) Division. 

However, for the second time in 
his try for national honors Valen- 
tine lost to Jack B. Nethercutt of 
Los Angeles, who was competing in 
the Western Grand Classic at Re- 
dondo Beach, Calif. He scored 100 
points with his 1937 Rolls Royce 
Phantom III. 

“J think I know where the trouble 
was, “Valentine said of his one-point 
loss. “We'll have it corrected next 
ear.” 

Russell Strauch of Toledo,, Ohio, 
and George Kella of Jackson, Mich., 
tied for runnerup honors. Strauch 
entered a 1937 Cord, and Kella a 
1985 Cadillac. Each scored 96.75 
points in the Primary Division com- 
petition. 

A highlight of the rally was the 
presentation to the Henry Ford Mu- 
seum by Chrysler Corporation of 
two vintage cars, a 1932 Chrysler 
Landau, personal automobile of the 
late Walter P. Chrysler; also a 1940 
Chrysler Imperial Phaeton, used for 
20 years in New York parades to 
carry the world’s dignitaries. Dr. 
Donald A. Shelley, executive direc- 
tor, accepted the cars for the Mu- 
seum. 

The Classic Car Club considers 
certain cars produced between 1925 
and 1942 the finest ever made. All 
cars entered at the Midwest Rally 
were carefully inspected by a team 
of 31 judges for mechanical per- 
formance, accuracy of restoration, 
and general appearance.

GALENA’S 
“LITTLE JEWEL” 





The Van Dusko house before restoration 
by William J. Jedlick, teacher, Galena Public 
Schools. 





This delightful little house cling- 
ing to the summit of a_ tall hill 
was given its name, Eagle’s Nest, 
by an old lady who lived in it for 
many years, the Van Dusko house 
in historic old Galena, Illinois. : 

It was purchased in 1956 by Wil- 
liam J. Jedlick, formerly a young 
Chicago teacher, now a teacher in 
the Galena public schools, He has 
completely restored and furnished it 
with fine antiques. Several years of 
labor have gone into its completion 
—a little jewel that will be included 
this year on Galena’s Tour of His- 
toric Houses. 

The exterior shown in “before” 
and “after” pictures is most attrac- 
tive and takes one back to 1842 
when it was built. Made of red brick 
it has green shutters and iron rail- 
ings. An iron fence surrounds the 
property. 

This makes it safe as the drop off 
the hill-side is very steep. From the 
door-yard, looking down into the 
beautiful trees which obscure the 
view of Highway 20, one expects to 
hear the clop: clop of horse’s feet and 
the slow turning of hay-rack wheels. 

In the interior there is a delight- 
ful blending of light and dark. The 
living-room has off-white walls and 
a braided rug with tones of brown, 
yellow, and orange. 

The same colors are carried out 
in the upholstery of a century old 
day-bed and an old wing chair. A 
long and very distinctive book-case, 
with many drawers below, occupies 
one wall. Here are Mr. Jedlick’s fine 
leather-bound books and_ bibelots 
from all over the world. 

A small grandfathers clock, two 
bannister back chairs, a little cab- 
inet from the Pennsylvania Dutch 
country, and a Prieu-Dieu: complete 
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the furnishings. Primitive paintings 
hang on the wall. 

In the dining-room is a long tres- 
tle table, its top made of two pine 
boards. Old pine and painted chairs 
are here, and a corner cupboard, 
along with a wall cupboard holding 
blue Meissen china from Germany. 
A long cherry bench stands against 
one wall. On the wall hangs a pew- 
ter lavabo, and spoon rack which 
holds pewter plates and spoons. 

The master bed-room, adjoining 
the balcony, carries out the eagle mo- 
tif. It has a very handsome wall- 
paper with large eagles on a Wedg- 
wood blue background, and over the 
maple canncn-ball bed hangs a long, 
carved pine eagle from New Eng- 
land. 

Before the narrow work table 
stands a Mississippi River captain’s 
chair, and in the corner over the 
table is a delightful pine corner cab- 
inet. A very unique schrunk from 
Bavaria, houses the Hi-Fi set. Red 
and beige rag-carpet covers the floor. 
The lamps are grey Pennsylvania 
jugs with fine old blue decorations. 

All lighting fixtures in the house 
are candle chandeliers, electrified. 
The faint light from the tiny bulbs 
casts a soft glow on the old pine, 
the polished pewter, the brass, and 
the copper. The kitchen chandelier 
is tin; the dining-room, wrought 
iron. The living-room and master 
bed-room chandeliers are of brass. 

The house is nostalgically 1842, and 
typically early Galena. It is most 
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attractive and well worth seeing. 
This restoration will be open to the 
public for the first time during the 
11th Annual Tour Historic Galena 
Homes, on September 24th and 25th.

Others, in varying designs and 
proportions, consisted of a central 
handle with bells, three or more in 
number, on branching arms. All of 
these were rung by giving them a 
twirling motion. 

During the stately days of the late 
19th century there came into use the 
sets of graduated bells arranged in 
tiers and topped by a cross. These 
altar pieces were very impressive and 
more resonant. They were sounded 
with a mallet. 

Another impressive and resunant 
altar-bell set, in use about the turn 
of the century, consisted of three 
graduated, heavy brass, tubular bells 
on an oak shield. Alternating with 
the bells were four brass plates bear- 
ing the music used in four of the 
church services: the Benediction, the 
Consecration, the Sanctus, and the 
Offertory. 

Influenced less by period and more 
by cultural beliefs are the classic 
sanctus bells long used in the Coptic 
Church of Ethiopia. As members of 
the oldest Christian church in exist- 
ence, the Coptics have always main- 
tained a simple, dignified service, as 
originated by St. Mark when he 
founded the Coptic Church in Egypt. 

The bells, rung by young deacons 
of the church, are in keeping with 
the simple services, for they are 
traditional in outline and beautiful in 
decoration. They are made of native 
Ethiopian silver, expressly for use 
by the young Coptic priests. 

The search for altar-bells offers 
a rewarding challenge to the collec- 
tor, for invariably the bells were de- 
signed with some significance in mind 
and only rarely were copies made.

CANDLE MAKING 
AN OLD WAY 
By HARRY WANDRUS 


Persons interested in the revival 
of handicrafts would do well to stop 
in to see Bill and Helen Howell, 
proprietors of the Cape May Country 
Store, Cape May, NJ 

In addition to running an antiques 
shop offering “above average inter- 
est” material, they produce candles 
by the dipping process. It has been 
modified a bit, but essentially their 
method of making these lighting de- 
vices is among the earlier ones used. 

In their manufacture, the wick is 
wound around an oaken frame into 
slots so that the candles will be 
evenly spaced. I should say that 
wicks are more than pieces of string, 
although early types were not much 
more. It is said that Benjamin 
Franklin invented the 2-piece wick 
—if two strands of cord were twist- 
ed together they would, in burning, 
tend to unravel, leaving a gap of 
air space between them. 

This gap made for a more complete 
combustion of the wax (and the 
gases) and for a more brilliant light. 
The Howell wicks consist of three 
strands, two loose, one rather taut, 
with the result that the wicks tend 
to bend up when burning, again 
making for better combustion. 

But to go back to the candle-mak- 
ing in the oaken frame. Each frame 
is dipped 85 times, the first 15 dips 
being in relatively soft wax, the re- 
maining dips in a harder type. 

This harder type contains the color 
and perfume. It is longer burning, 
higher temperature burning, and 
probably more expensive. Because it 
melts at a higher temperature it 
helps to form a “well” or “lake” of 
molten wax containing more of the 
lower melting wax. 

After sufficient dippings the can- 
dles are cooled and cut free from 
their frames. Their bases are 
“squared,” and they are ready for 
market.

The Centennial of the Civil War 
being almost upon us, it seems ap- 
propriate to study the life, times, 
and some of the commemorative 
items relating to U. S. Grant—the 
General who finally brought the war 
to an end. 

A study of the Presidents of the 
United States gives us no possible 
man to compare with Grant. Here 
we have a poor boy, educated at 
West Point, and with distinguished 
service in the war with Mexico. 

He was a captain in 1854. A good 
officer in war, but with only an aver- 
age-to-poor record in times of peace, 
Grant resigned just ahead of a court 
martial. 

This man was a failure as a far- 
mer, and a failure as a real estate 
dealer in St. Louis. He finally be- 
came a clerk for his younger brother 
in a wholesale leather store in Gale- 
na, Ill. 

Grant’s salary at Galena was $800 
a year. He had to borrow $700 to 
pay his debts in St. Louis before 
leaving for Illinois. Six years went 
down the drain. Then came Sumter, 
and War. 

Up went Grant, finally to the Pres- 
idency. Then Wall Street took him. 
In the closing years of his life we 
find him living in a house in New 
York (lent by a friend) and trying 
to finish his Memoirs in order to 
leave his family something to live 
on. 

What an ending. But with it all, 


Grant died fighting with everything - 


he had. You have to admire the 
qualities and traits that would not 
allow this man to admit defeat. 

St. Louis times were definitely not 
one of Grant’s best memories. By 
the time of the World’s Fair in 1904, 
however, St. Louis had forgotten the 
shabby ex-army officer. But she hon- 
ored a President who had once lived 
there. 

The first and third plates in the 
top row (cover) were produced for 
the St. Louis World’s Fair. The 9% 
inch white and gold china plate 


shows Grant’s 1854 log cabin, with 
his son, General Fred Grant and 
friends. 

The third black and white china 
plate shows two views of the Grant 
cabin and three photographs of Gen- 
eral Fred Grant. I would date these 
photographs as of about 1900, and 
the plates as of about 1904. Both are 


_ marked on reverse: Victoria - Carls- 


bad - Austria, 

In the center of the top row I 
have shown a 9% inch Wedgwood 
plate of the White House, of the 
1890 period. Many of our Presidents 
had log cabins as birthplaces, but 
none spanned the distance between 
cabin and White House in 14 years, 
as did Grant. 

Grant graduated from West Point 
in 1843, number 21 in a class of 89. 
The first plate in the second row is 
a souvenir of West Point showing 
the soldiers’ monument in the center 
and six views of the old post around 
the border. These include the old 
chapel, barracks, the cadet camp, 
and view north trom the battery. 
The plate was made about 1900 by 
the Rowland & Marsellus Co., Staf- 
fordshire, England, for John G. 
Myers of Albany, N. Y. 

The second plate in the lower row 
shows the General in civilian clothes 
and as President. It is a 9% inch 
blue plate with the Landscape or 
Rose border, and wa; made by Wedg- 
wood. It is, of course, like the rest 
of that series, made of earthenware, 
and 1904 is marked in code on the 
back of the plate. 

On the reverse we find the small 
impressed Wedgwood mark, and in 
blue: “Wedgwood - Etruria - Eng- 
land” accompanied, of course, by the 
Jones, McDuffee and Stratton Co. 
mark and their proud boast: “Sole 
Importers.” Also in blue: 

“General Ulysses S. Grant 
April 27, 1822- July 238, 1885 


“Let us labor for the security of 
free thought, free speech, free press, 
pure morals, unfettered religious sen- 
timents and equal rights and priv- 
ileges for all men irrespective of na- 
tionality, color or religion.” Grant’s 
speech at Des Moines, Iowa, Sep- 
tember, 1876. 

“He was a chosen son of Liberty 
but he believed in Liberty secured 
by Law and that a people’s prosper- 
ity depends on Public Tranquility.” 
General Horace Porter’s oration at 
the dedication of Grant’s Tomb April 
27, 1897. 

This plate is quite the most diffi- 
cult to find of Wedgwood Presiden- 
tial plates. In 30 years of collecting 
I have found only this one, and one 
owned by the S'‘ate cf Illinois at 
Grant’s Galena, IIl., home. 

If you have one in yvur collection 
place it on the right along with your 
“old blue.’? Cleveland and Roosevelt-I 
are much easier to find. 

The Lincoln and Washington plates 
in this series must have been re- 
ordered many times. They may have 
been the subject of a very much 
larger and more optimistic original 
order by the Jones, McDuffee and 
Stratton Co. 
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My Grant is not for sale. 

The third plate shows Grant’s 
Tomb. It also belongs to the Land- 
scape series of 9% inch Wedgwood 
plates. On the reverse (in blue): 


“April 25, 1822-July 23, 1885 
‘Let us have peace.’ 
Grant’s Tomb 
Riverside Drive on the Hudson 
cost over $600,000 
from voluntary contributions.” 


And, of course: “Jones, McDuffee and 
Stratton Co.” A more than average 
tribute to the man. That was when 
dollars were really dollars! 

The last plate in the second row 
is a 10 inch plate in blue of the 
Hudson. It shows the Landing of 
Hendrick Hudson in the center, and 
various views around the edge which 
include Grant’s West Point and the 
Tomb. It was in this valley that 
Grant lost his last battle and also 
wrote the last of his famous “Mem- 
oirs.” 

The plates in the second photo- 
graph are of glass, and about as 
handsome as any glass plates can be. 
They are outstanding in any collec- 
tion of historical items. 

The first and third 10% inch plates 
in blue and amber have well been 
named the “Grant Peace Plates.” 
They present the bust of the Gen- 
eral in uniform, and the memorial 
dates: “Born April 27, 1822. Died 
July 23, 1885.” A stippled leaf bor- 
der frames the portrait and carries 
the inscription: “Let us have peace— 
U. S. Grant.” 

I am a great admirer of the book: 
“The Lore Of Our Land” plished 
in 1950, by the late Bessie M. Lind- 
sey, and truly envy the photographs 
of her glass items. In this case (Vol. 
II, page 299) Lindsey found a plate 
which I have found. It is the green 
plate which she gives as one of the 
colors in which this plate was made, 
also crystal, two shades of amber, 
and yellow. 

How I wish she had added the 
name and location of the maker. 

Only a little more than 50 years 
separate the three glass plates from 
the “Lafayet” Boat Salt. They also 
are classics, whether they come from 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, or Ohio. 

The Grant square plate or tray 
in the center measures 9% inches 
across and is about 1% inches deep. 

The bust of the General shown 
in profile is heavily raised from the 
underside of the plate in center of 
the clear glass circle and shows two 
stars on the epaulet, although Grant 
was made a full General by Con- 
gress in 1866. Above the head and 
around the top of the circle appears 
the inscription: 


“The Patriot and Soldier” 
Below the bust is the inscription: 
“Gen. Ulysses S. Grant’ 


All decorations and lettering are 
on the outside or under side of the 
plate so that the inside is smooth. 
This plate was made in amber as 
well as clear glass. However, this 
particular one shows a decided tinge 
of amethyst which adds to its beau- 
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ty. Lindsey (p. 299) classifies this 
plate as a Memorial item, and there- 
fore it must be dated as of after 
1885. 

A. L. Conger in “I'he Rise of U.S. 
Grant” has summerized the Grant 
that all admire: “It is an impressive 
conclusion to Grant’s final campaign 
that just as he had out-thought Lee 
in his strategic aims, so he surpassed 
him in the surrender. Lee came to 
him thinking in the old terms of 
victor and vanquished; he found him- 
self and his men received and treat- 
ed not as rebel prisoners, but as 
sons returning to their rightful po- 
litical home—Two of Meade’s Corps 
went hungry for several days that 
their Southern brothers might be 
fed.” 

That was Grant!

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield has approved the final 
design for the United States—Japan 
Treaty Centennial commemorative 
stamp, by Miss Gyo Fujikawa, which 
will first be placed on sale Septem- 
ber 26, 1960, at Washington, D. C. 


Collectors desiring first day can- 
cellations of the 4-cent United States- 
Japan Treaty Centennial commem- 
orative may send addressed enve- 
lopes, together with remittance to 
cover the cost of the stamps to be 
affixed, to the Postmaster, Washing- 
ton 18, D. C. The outside envelope 
to the Postmaster should be endorsed 
“First Day Covers 4-cent United 
States-Japan Stamp.” 


The 4-cent commemorative stamp 
to be released September 16, 1960, 
at Los Angeles, Calif., to mark the 
150th anniversary of Mexican ‘Inde- 
pendence, will feature the historic 
bell brought to Mexico City from 
Dolores, Mexico, where Miguel Hi- 
dalgo rang it in his church in his 
call for independence. 

This bell is presently located in a 
niche over the entrance to the Pala- 
cio Nacional (National Palace) in 
Mexico City, and is rung each year 
by the President of Mexico in im- 
pressive ceremonies. It hangs from a 
cross piece supported by the fig- 
ures of two infants. Printing of this 
portion of the stamp will be in a 
shade of red simulating that used 
for the Mexican flag. 


Collectors desiring nrst day can- 
cellations of the 4-cent Mexican In- 
dependence commemorative stamp 
may send addressed envelopes, to- 
gether with remittance to cover the 
cost of the stamps to be affixed, to 
the Postmaster, Los Angeles 52, 
Calif. The outside envelope to the 
Postmaster should be endorsed, “First 


Day Covers 4-cent Mexican Indepen- 


dence Stamp.” 


A close fitting enclosure of postal 
card thickness should be placed in each 
envelope and the flap either turned in 
or sealed . 

Envelopes submitted should be of or- 
dinary letter size, and each must be 
properly addressed. 

An envelope must not be sent for the 
return of first day covers and orders for 
covers must not include requests for 
uncanceled stamps. 

The outside envelope, or wrapper, to 
the Postmaster should be endorsed prop- 
erly (with name of new stamp). 

Collectors should bear in mind that 
both above stamps are vertical and cov- 
ers should be addressed low and as far 
to the left as possible.

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NAVY’S ANTARCTIC POST OFFICES 
WILL PROCESS POSTMARKS FOR 
PHILATELISTS AGAIN THIS YEAR 
Stamp collectors will again be afforded 

an opportunity to obtain covers post- 
marked in Navy post offices at Byrd 
and South Pole Stations in Antarctica 
and from ships participating in Opera- 
tion Deep Freeze. 

Severe weather, ice conditions and the 
Antarctic winter night isolate the con- 
tinent from March to October each year. 
This fact, and limited transportation 
facilities necessitate putting a limit to 
the covers a person may submit to one 
from each of the Antarctic stations and 
no more than three to each ship. 

Persons desiring postmarks from Byrd 
and South Pole Stations may send ad- 
dressed envelopes with United States 
postage affixed to:

U. S. Naval Construction Battalion 

Center, Davisville 

East Greenwich, Rhode Island 

One cover will be sent to Byrd Sta- 
tion, the other to South Pole Station for 
postmarking. If a postmark is desired 
from only one station, senders should 
indicate on the lower left corner of the 
cover the postmark desired, either Byrd 
or South Pole Station. 

All covers must be mailed in time to 
reach East Greenwich by October 15, 
1960. Covers will be postmarked during 
the Antarctic winter night and returned 
during the first months of 1962. Working 
conditions prohibit processing the volume 
of philatelic mail received during the 
summer operating season. 

The first ship departs for Operation 
Deep Freeze on September 8, 1960. Ships 
participating which will accept covers 
are: USS Wilhoite (DER-397), cutoff 
date is September 1; USS Staten Island 
(AGB-5), cutoff date is October 15; 
USCGC Eastwind (WAGB-279), cutoff 
date is October 20; USS Edisto (AGB-2), 
cutoff date is October 20; USS Glacier 
(AGB-4), cutoff date is October 13; and 
USS Arneb (AKA-56), cutoff date is 
December 27. 

Anyone desiring postmarks from ships 
participating im Operation Deep Freeze 
may send from one to three covers to:

All of the ships involved will be c/o 
Fleet Post Office, New York, N. Y., 
except the USS Wilhoite (DER-397), and 
USS Staten Island (AGB-5), which should 
be addressed c/o Fleet Post Office, San 
Francisco, Calif. 

Covers sent to ships should not be 
mailed prior to one month in advance of 
the cutoff date. The ships are currently 
on other overseas operations. 

Postal clerks at both stations and on 
the ships will be instructed to return 
all covers unpostmarked when more than 
the limit are submitted, when it appears 
they are to be used for commercial pur- 
poses, or when they are submitted to 
other ships in Deep Freeze which do not 
operate a post office.

The fat is in the fire. The spirit 
of riot and revolution is abroad in 
the world.

Revolt in Korea, snake dances in 
Tokyo, patriotic confusion in Afri- 
ca and lunch counter sit-ins in the 
U.S.A. are all parts of that world 
pattern. 

The world is ripe for revolts and 
revolutions. Revolution has appeared 
as the “explosion” factor in what 
has frequently been called the “pop- 
ulation explosion” throughout the 
world.

Russia has made a hobby and a 
religion of revolution. She has stood 
by as encouragement to revolution 
any place in the World, and has fur- 
nished the blueprints and leadership 
for it. Russian leaders have been 
much more expert at revolution than 
at building of industry and peace- 
ful pursuits. Many of them yet want 
revolution to goonandon throughout 
the world regardless of real prog- 
ress in living standards. But some 
leaders and some Russian people are 
beginning to take more and more of 
an interest in what comes after rev- 
olution. Western Europe has far 
outstripped Russia in industrial re- 


covery and standard of living. But - 


Russia also has made some gains 
and bragged about them a lot. Can 
it be that in this great new era of 
revolution that we shall actually see 
Russia gradually turning from rev- 
olution toward greater production 
and a better living?

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U. S. PAPER MONEY 
By CHARLES FRENCH 


Paper money was first used in 
America during Colonial days. The 
first notes were crudely printed for 
the most part on thick parchment- 
like paper, 

Measuring around 8” to 4”, these 
stiff, crude notes were first issued 
by various Colonies under George III 
of England. During and shortly af- 
ter the Revolution similar notes 
were put out by the Colonies individ- 
ually, then by both the Continental 
Congress, and the United Colonies. 

These, issued primarily to finance 
the war of liberty from England, 
were not backed. They soon inflated 
until they became known as not be- 
ing worth a “Continental”—the orig- 
ination of the term. 


Our soldiers were paid with this 
money and it must have been hard 
on them to find that their muster- 
ing out pay was nearly valueless. 

The Revolutionary notes adopted 
the dollars and cents denominations. 
They were issued in many unusual 
amounts, such as: % dollar, 1/6 dol- 
lar, % dollar, % dollar, % dollar, 
$1, $2, $8, $4, $5, and so forth. 

Since we did not have, as yet, any 
coins of our own, these notes “prom- 
ised to pay” in “Spanish milled dol- 
dars”—the large silver 8 real pieces 
that were used so much by our an- 
cestors. 1781 was the last date of 
these series. 


We find a lack of paper money un- 
til the beginning of the 19th centu- 
ry. Without adequate laws regulat- 
ing the paper money issues, from the 
War of 1812 on, we find a hodge- 
podge of literally thousands of varie- 
ties of paper money, issued by states, 
private banks, cities, railroad com- 
panies, in fact, by most everybody. 

This was a very uncertain situa- 
tion which finally ended up in crash- 
es of terrific proportions, Overnight, 
paper money of many institutions 
could become valueless. 

There were attempts made to im- 
prove our money situation prior to 
the war, between the States, but 
nothing definite was accomplished un- 
til 1865. During the war the South- 
ern States and Confederacy issued 
much paper currency but with the 
— of the War this became value- 
ess. 

You can see, therefore, that up 
to this time we did not have very 
good luck with our currencies. It is 
not surprising that our ancestors 
preferred hard gold and silver coin 
to the paper currency used. 

With the termination of the War 
between the States our first “Green- 
backs” appeared. From then on until 
1928, when our currency was reduced 
in size, there were many varieties. 

The first “Greenbacks” of 1861 
were demand notes or promises to 
pay, with no backing. Many citizens 
looked askance at them. 

People were wrong, however, for 
even today, these and all other notes 
since that time have been redeem- 
able at face value by the govern- 
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ment. The first 1861 notes were in 
denominations of $5, $10, and $20. 

These were closely followed after 
the war by Legal Tender notes, also 
with no backing. These notes have 
been issued even up until today. If 
you have a bill in your pocket with 
a red seal, this is a Legal Tender 
note, simply promising to pay you 
one dollar. 

During 1868 and 1864 the Treas- 
ury Department issued notes in de- 
nominations from $10 on up to $1000, 
bearing interest. These, too, were 
promises to pay but the interest was 
an extra incentive. 

With the coming of 1886, we find 
the first “Silver Certificates” appear- 
ing. These notes certified that there 
had been deposited in the Treasury 
of the United States one silver dol- 
lar. 

These, in many designs and de- 
nominations, were issued until the 
advent of the small notes in 1928. 
As the requirements were that one 
silver dollar be placed in the Treas- 
ury for each note issued, it was not 
long before hundreds of millions of 
brand new silver dollars were held 
there. 

We still have Silver Certificates 
and these are the ones you find in 
your pocket with the blue seals. How- 
ever, the laws were changed at the 
time their size was reduced, and to- 
day the legend says that there has 
been deposited in the Treasury, one 
dollar in silver, not one silver dol- 
lar. 

This means a great deal, for now 
the silver can be stored in bullion 
form, not coined into silver dollars. 
Years have elapsed since the “Sil- 
ver dollar Certificates” were discon- 
tinued. Many have been redeemed, 
worn out, and repleced with new 
notes. The silver dollars, have been 
released to the Federal Reserve. 

There were no arrangements made 
for the melting down of these mil- 
lions of dollars so there they sat 
waiting call from banks for their re- 
lease into circulation. Being an un- 
popular coin in most parts of the 
country today, not many are called 
for, the only flurry of interest occur- 
ing around Christmas when there is 
demand for brand new dollars. 

The outcome is that even today 
millions of dollars are available dat- 
ed all the way back to 1878 in bril- 
liant, uncirculated condition, and 
there is a good possibility that 
there may be 100,000,000, yet to be 
released. ve 

Many of these at one time were 
rare but as no records are kept as 
to dates, mint marks, etc. the sud- 
den release of dollars by the Fed- 
eral Reserve has dumped on the mar- 
ket thousands of a date or variety 
that hitherto was rare.

The Ubiquitous Mather Family 


By PAUL W. SCHMIDTCHEN 


Surely, no one family as such is 
so inextricably enmeshed in the 
warp and woof of our earliest colo- 
nial aggrandizement as the Mather 
family. A most redoubtable trio, in- 
deed: Richard, Increase, and Cotton 
—not to mention the other adjuncts 
in kin. 

Cross currents such as Thomas 
Hooker, Jonathan Mitchell, and John 
Eliot, among others, all add to the 
depth and color of the tightly knit 
fabric which enfolded the Puritan 
community for approximately 100 
years. 

The founder of our extraordinary 
association in New England was 
Richard Mather (1596-1669) and a 
most astute progenitor he proved to 
be. This Puritan divine was born 
= Liverpool and was ordained in 
1619. 


His non-conformist leanings, how- 
ever, ultimately had him suspended 
and he came to Massachusetts in 
1635. News of his preaching prowess 
preceded him to such an extent that 
his choice of the Dorchester pastor- 
ate was met with ill concealed cha- 
grin by rival churches. 

The name Mather early became 
one to reckon with. His part in the 
drafting of the Cambridge Platform 
of 1648 (the 1680 edition is here 
illustrated), and his work on the 
Bay Psalm Book in 1640, will al- 
ways merit high rank in any recapi- 
tulation of pre-Revolutionary great- 
ness, 

Yet, it may very well be that the 
ability of his youngest son, Increase, 
carried on still a greater portion of 
his father’s love of reading, learn- 






ing, and favorable publication. Cer- 
tainly, Richard was very fortunate 
in his theological accomplishment 
when one realizes that of six sons, 
four became ministers. 

Hardly the answer expected by the 
Archbishop of York when he casti- 
gated Mather in 1634 with, “It had 
been better for him that he had got- 
ten Seven Bastards.” (As a matter 
of fact, a genealogical study made 
during the last century listed no less 
than 80 clergymen stemming from 
this particular source!) 

Also fitting is the finding that the 
first English Colonial biography 
written by a native American is 
“The Life and Death of that Rev- 
erend Man of God, Mr. Richard Ma- 
ther,’”’ completed by Increase Mather 
in 1670. 

Next we come to Increase himself 
(1639-1723). He wassonamed “be- 
cause of the never-to-be-forgotten in- 
crease, of every sort, wherewith God 
favoured the country about the time 
of his nativity. 

Increase entered Harvard at the 
age of 12; graduated, aged 17; 
preached his first sermon on his 18th 
birthday, and received his Master’s 
Degree from Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, when 19! Sixteen hours a day 
at books became his typical pursuit. 

Despite provocative offerings to

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settle in England, he returned to 
Boston and began to preach at North 
Church in 1661, to be there ordained 
in 1664. Rising steadily in stature 
and influence, Increase was respon- 
sible in large measure for the issu- 
ance of a new charter for the Colony 
in 1691. He had already served as 
acting president of Harvard, so it 
was relatively easy to see why dis- 
gruntled competitors claimed that 
the Mathers had a veritable auto- 
cracy in the church, college, and 
community at large. A case in point 
finds that Harvard conferred on him 
their first Doctorate Degree and it 
was not until 1771 that another was 
granted! 

The sixth president of our first 
college was a prodigious writer, with 
some 136 titles attesting his profi- 
ciency. None the less, his innate 
credulity is shown by the book, “An 
Essay for the Recording of Illustri- 
ous Providences,” in 1684. 


Yet he, at least, later acknowl- 
edged the inadequacy of “spectre 
evidence” in his 1693 “Cases of 
Conscience Concerning Witchcraft.” 
Sometimes called the first scientific 
work produced in the colony is the 
1683 ‘‘Kometographia.” 

In this he suggests the malefic in- 
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fluence of comets by considering 
them “preachers of Divine wrath.” 
In turn, his printed life was also 
granted a son’s treatment, and the 
1724 “Parentator” is Cotton Ma- 
ther’s biography of him. 

As Increase was the youngest. son 
of Richard’s six, Cotton was the 
oldest son of Increase’s 10. His moth- 
er was the daughter of the inestim- 
able John Cotton, and in Cotton 
Mather (1663-1728) the two prom- 
inent families merge their blood and 
name, 

This last of the trio is probably 
the best known and the most contro- 
versial. His life, when compared to 
his father’s is not nearly so fortu- 
nate, even to the extent of having 
only two of his 15 children survive 
him. 

None the less, we again have a 
son pass judgment on his father’s 
endeavor, as Samuel Mather finish- 
es the third of the Mather biogra- 
phies with his 1729 “Life of Cotton 
Mather” contribution. 

Without a doubt the leader of the 
conservative Puritans in his time, and 
a most precocious and celebrated 
scholar, Cotton Mather’s vanity and 
stubborness militated against a more 
lasting fame. 


Initially in the shadow of his 
father, he mounted all the steps in 
the typical Mather ladder of esteem 
—except he must have felt chagrin 
in not securing the Harvard pres- 
idency. 

Upon Increase’s departure for 
England, Cotton became one of the 
most important men in the colony. 
Unfortunately, his name will always 
be associated with the witchcraft de-

when he was firmly in the saddle. 

Rightly or wrongly, whether it 
was ‘mere pedantic overture, or in- 
nocently, in the realm of a dedi- 
cated public-spiritedness, he evolved 
into the infatuated investigator for 
the Salem trials of 1692—and the 
resultant concatenation. 

The two titles that give most of 
an insight into his views are con- 
tained in the 1689 “Memorable Prov- 
idence Relating to Witchcraft and 
Possessions,” and the 1693 ‘“Won- 
ders of the Invisible World.” Pos- 
sibly his continued obsession with 
latent immorality and intemperance 
added fuel to a dogmatism in the 
crisis that sorely beset him. 

In short, he by his avowed stand, 
brought about a reaction that ul- 
timately helped put the Mather par- 
ticipation in gradual demise. For 
instance, in criticizing Robert Calef’s 
1700 Book against the witchcraft 
delusion, Cotton Mather called it, 
A Fire Brand Thrown by a Mad- 
man,” and Increase vented his spleen 
by having the book publicly burned 
in the Harvard College yard! 

Still, it should be stressed that 
this one segment of apparent inept- 
ness should not be permitted to off- 
set completely the many more re- 
deeming virtues. For instance, Cot- 
ton Mather’s bold affirmation in re- 
gard to smallpox innoculation in 
1721 is the more revealing when one 
notes his courageous stand against 
all rampant opposition. 

He certainly did not eauivocate. 
He also no doubt felt that his great 
ecclesiastical enterprise, the 1702 
“Magnalia,” would surely far out- 
shine, in future recall, every previ- 
ous misgiving. Such, of course, was 
not so. 

In addition. he had family trou- 
bles, despite his 1699 “Family Well 
Ordered.” This, plus the sinister 
reputation grievously placed, proved 
too much to overcome. With his 
death, only five years after his fath- 
er’s, the impress of the Mather for- 
tune depreciates perceptibly. 

Your columnist possesses the 1620 
copy of Sarpi’s “Council of Trent,” 
an important work studied closely 
by all the Puritan theologians. This 
copy has a further appeal because 
it bears the signature of Samuel Ma- 
ther. His manuscript date intimates 
it came from the dispersal of Cot- 
ton’s library, and so possibly via 
Increase to Richard! 

In his “Manuductio,” p. 66, Dr. Cot- 
ton Mather says, “. . . The History 
of the Council of Trent and the Act 
of the Synod of Dort I could be glad 
if you could give some winter eve- 
mings= ton...”

Thousands of old manuscripts, tap- 
estries, drawings and records were 
studied for the. historical part of 
this book. For instance, Italian fres- 
coes by artist Paolo del Maestro Ne- 
ri, in 1348 in a church near Sienna, 
Italy, are “the most important rec- 
ords in the entire history of early 
firearms.” , 

Chapter II, with its evolution o 
Pty treats of the Cannon Lock, 
Matchlock, Wheel-lock, Snaphance, 
Flintlock, Percussion Lock, Transi- 
tional Arms, and Metallic cartridges. 
It is fascinating. 

Part I has some 218 pages of 
historical development and use of 
“small arms.” Part II, 480 pages, 
treats of “current weapons,” and is 
presented by country in alphabetical 
order, beginning with Argentina, 
ending with Yugoslavia. 

The last chapter, Small Arms Am- 
munition, has charts on Pistol, Ri- 
fle, and Heavy Machine Gun Car- 
tridges. Throughout the book, pic- 
tures, drawings, and text are clear, 
detailed, informative. 

The author, an arms expert, stu- 
died them first hand and in muse- 
ums, arms plants, and armories.

An Indian Agent In 
Indiana Territory 


A routine search of the Annual 
Reports of the War _ Department 
would doubtless reveal that John 
Johnston, Indian agent, received a 
salary of $150 for the quarter end- 
ing December 31, 1809. Also that 
$150 was paid to Little Turtle as his 
pension for 1809. 

Both facts are interesting, espe- 
cially in considering the importance 
of the Indians in the War of 1812. 
Luckily for me, however, I had the 
pleasure of discovering this infor- 
mation in John Johnston’s own note- 
book! Reading these facts in John- 
ston’s handwriting made the matter 
of pensions and salaries much more 
immediate and vital. 

The little booklet measures 4 inch- 
es and contains over 100 pages. It 
is a memorandum book with per- 
sonal and professional entries. 

On the first page are listed four 
important events in Johnston’s life, 
with the initial entry being: “March 
20, 1801, Genl. Dearborne Secretary 
at War appointed me in his office at 
$800 per ann.” 

On several pages following are 
“The fees to be received by the 
Prothonotary of the Supreme Court.” 

The diary acquires some continui- 
ty with the entr¥ of July 4, 1802, 
It continues albeit intermittently, 
until November 26, 1811. 

Its author was to become pres- 
ident of the Historical and Philosoph- 
ical Society of Ohio and to write 
an “Account of the Indian Tribes 
of Ohio.” 

He was to be the commissioner 
for the removal of the Ohio In- 
dians in 1841. But in 1802 he was 
jotting down notes on his mileage 
and expenses from Washington on 


July 4, until his arrival on Sep- 


tember 20th at Fort Wayne. 

The trip was not unfamiliar to 
him, as according to Appleton, he 
was raised in Cumberland county, 
Pennsylvania, and had served with 
General Wayne in the campaign 
against the northwestern Indians in 
Ohio in 1792-3. 

He was to be a clerk in the War 
Department, and agent for Indian 
affairs for 31 years. 

Among’ the personal notes are rec- 
ords of his farm on the Upper Pick- 
away. This cost him $1,353.25. Of 
the wheat planted about March 22,

1808, his share was to be one-third 
“in the shock.” 

His orchard was planted on the 
10th of November, 1808. It cost him 
$22.50 for “. . . 180 apple trees in 
all, grafted at 12% cents, got from 
Mr. Wm. Ludlow.” 

Some of the supplies which he 
brought along must have been for 
the Indians as they included: 

“3000 Broaches assorted 

4 boxes of clay pipes 

1 box of pipe heads 

8 doz. smoke Tomahawks, iron 

heads not with screw tops.” 


The long list concludes with brim- 
stone, saltpetre, and copperas. 

The most interesting notes are 
those directly concerned with the In- 
dians or Indian affairs. He refers 
many times to fellow agent, William 
Wells, the adopted son of Little Tur- 
tle and husband of Little Turtle’s 
daughter. 

Wells was to be ambushed and 
killed by Indians just outside Fort 
Dearborn on August 15, 1812. At 
the time of these notes, Wells had 
a private account with Johnston on 
November 4, 1808, in the amount 
of $29.58. On the same day the In- 
dian Department was out $539.23, 
but there is no explanation of either 
account. 

An entryon page 105 at Fort 
Wayne, November 20, 1802, reads: 

“Received from Wm. Wells, In- 
dian Agent, 6 draft oxen, the 
property of the U.S., belonging to 
the Indian Department. 

“Same time recd. a wagon from 
him, said wagon and team to be 
the property of the factory for the 
time being. 

“Borrowed from Capt. Wells 
November 1, 1802, one Bark Su- 
gar weighing 25tos, 8 fulls of a 
silver tumbler of coffee. 

“Dec. 1, borrowed from the In- 
dian annuities 8 axes and & 
callico which cost in Philad.

Although John Johnston’s memo- 
randum book lacks continuity and 
uniformity it has nuggets of infor- 
mation about life in the Indian Ter- 
ritory and miscellaneous details that 
just can’t be included in formal An- 
nual Reports. If the “Hog Claims” 
were admitted, I’ll bet they were 
camouflaged by ascreen of verbiage! 





IN THE MAIL 


After reading my article on Rich- 
ard Mansfield a few months ago, 
Doctor J. Darwin Nagel of Winter 
Haven, Fla., very kindly sent me 
his reminiscences of this famous ac- 
tor.

“It was a Sunday night and after 
a leisurely dinner we adjourned to 
the sitting room, overlooking the 
Hudson River, and he read to me 
the manuscript in French, and it is 
impossible for me to describe to you 
the wonderful effect his reading had 
on me. 

While reading the manuscript we 
sipped some of the finest Scotch 
whiskey I had ever tasted, for An- 
drew Carnegie sent a keg of his 
whiskey from Scotland to Mr. Mans- 
field every year. 


“Of course I had a free pass to 
all his performances while he was 
acting at the Garrick Theatre. But 
a few years after we met he pur- 
chased a home at Rye;-N. Y., on the 
Post Road between Port Chester and 
Rye, and our contact was not so 
frequent. 

“His young son was his idol and 
I see from your article that you 
have read his letters to his son, 
which we all considered a classic. 
The death of his son seemed to have 
broken his heart and he was never 
the same after the boy’s death... .” 

Our thanks again to Doctor Na- 
gel for this revealing picture of the 
first American reading of “Cyrano 
de Bergerac.”

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The Great Colt Pistol 


By JOYCE RECTOR 





The double-barrel Great Colt pistol was one of the first developed to shoot two 
barrels with a single trigger and lock. The trigger is folded flush against the bottom 


of the gun in this picture. 





In the England of the early 1800’s, 
thieves, smugglers, and other crim- 
inals roamed the streets of its towns 
ready to slit a throat for a few quid. 

Naturally the gunmakers of Eng- 
land were happy to supply a defense 
against such persons. Small pistols 
which could be «carried in pockets 
without a tell-tale bulge were needed 
and as quickly supplied by the gun- 
smiths. Accuracy wasn’t the supreme 
requirement, for these weapons were 
seldom fired at more than five feet. 

The main requirements were met 
in a pistol which had a short barrel, 
was easily loaded, shot a good-sized 
ball, and shot this ball with enough 
velocity to do some damage. The 
sudden flash as the powder ignited 
also had a surprise effect calculated 
to confuse and intimidate the assail- 
ant. 


turing them, most of these pistols 
were single-shot. Wealthy folks and 
robbers alike soon found out that 
the one shot would take care of a 
single assailant, but if more than 
one appeared (and they usually ran 
in gangs) a single shot usually 


meant death for the shooter. 

Two shots could be obtained only 
by carrying two pistols—one in each 
pocket. A greater number resulted 
in confusion while trying to thwart 
the attackers. 


Because of the ease of manufac- 


At this step in the history of gun 
manufacturing, a double-barrel pis- 
tol required two locks and two trig- 
gers, one for each barrel. Doubling 
two single-shot pistols on one gun 
handle filled the bill but increased 
the bulk of the gun and made it 
too large for pockets. 

This need for greater firepower 
and less bulk resulted in the devel- 
opment of the double-barrel Great 
Colt pistol. Although not especially 
rare or valuable today, it is unusual 
and is treasured as an example of 
the ingenuity of early gunmakers in 
building a repeating pistol. 

The Great Colt is so constructed 
that the two barrels are fired by a 
single trigger and a single lock. The 
powder in the pan is ignited by 
sparks caused when the flint on the 
hammer, or cock, strikes the frizzen. 

When struck, the frizzen springs 
out of the way and the sparks fall 
down and ignite the powder. This 
powder, in turn, burns through the 
touch-hole and ignites the main 
charge. All this takes place in a 
fraction of a second. 

This setup of a single lock and 
two barrels gave the shooter two 
choices. If he wished, he could shoot 
both barrels at once, although this 
did nothing more than shoot two 
bullets at once. The effect was the 
same as a larger bore single-shot. 


His only alternative was to fire 
one barrel and reprime, rotate the 
barrel into position, and fire it. In 
the heat of a holdup this delay 
obviously increased the chance of 
getting his throat slit and his money 
and gun taken. 

The maker of the Great Colt had 
a rather neat solution to the prob- 
lem. Both barrels were loaded; and 
the pan, the bottom of which was 
the top of a rotating cylinder, was 
primed. 

This cylinder touched the bottom 
barrel. When rotated to the rear the 
cylinder carried a small priming 
charge away from the pan so the 
first firing would shoot the upper 
barrel. 

Then, for a quick second shot, the 
“eut off” was rotated forward, and 
the priming charge for the second 
or lower barrel, was at the bottom 
of the pan. A quick recocking was 
all that was needed for a second 
shot. 

Crude as it may seem now, this 
was a practical advance in the 
1800’s. Firepower was doubled, yet 
the increase in size was negligible. 
Also, it must be remembered that 
in those days the opponent had no- 
thing better, and probably nothing 
as good. 

To load the double-barrel pistol 
the barrels are unscrewed from the 
gun. The powder charge is poured 
into the breech end of the barrel and 
the ball, unpatched, is set into the 
hemispherical end of the breech. The 
barrel is then screwed down tightly, 
and can be tightened by means of 
a wrench. 

The frizzen is lifted and the pan 
is primed. The “cutoff” is then 
rolled to the rear and the frizzen is 
placed on half-cock. A safety device, 
just behind the hammer, can be slid 
forward to prevent the frizzen from 
coming open and losing the primary 
charge. With the safety on, the ham- 
mer can’t be cocked. 

The trigger can be folded flush 
against the bottom of the gun, to 
provide less bulk when placed in 
pockets. Although not unique to this 
gun, it shows to what lengths gun- 
makers went to tailor their products 
for specific uses. 

Philip Bond, one of a London fam- 
ily of gunmakers, developed the Great 
Colt. The family was in business 
from 1768 to 1879, and Philip Bond 
worked from 1800 to 1830. His shop 
was located at Number 45, Cornhill, 
London. 
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This flint-lock Great Colt shown 
in the illustration is six inches long. 
It has a burl walnut grip and a 
modest amount of engraving. Al- 
though it is well over 100 years old 
the gun works in every way, and 
is a tribute to a good craftsman.

The British Museum’s Journal for 
the month of May, 1960, contains a 
fine article on “Spanish Royal Ar- 
mor at the Tower” by A. N. Ken- 
nard. The armor is part of the vari- 
ous collections in Spain, and is placed 
temporarily on display in the Tower. 

It includes material from the Army 
Museum, from the Instituto de Val- 
encia de Don Juan, Madrid; the Ca- 
thedral Treasury at Toledo, the 
family collections of the Duke of 
Alba and Berwick. Seme material is 
available from the Real Armeria. 

The two most extensive collections 
of armor in the world today are 
those of the Imperial Armory at 
Vienna and the Royal Armory (Real 
Armeria) at Madrid. 

Both of these collections were 
founded by the Hapsburg princes. 

Because of a conflict of interests 
only small samples of both collec- 
tions were sent to England. These 
include such material as an Italian 
suit made about 1480 for Philip I, 
and a harness made for Emperor 
Charles V. There are also suits for 
Philip which he wore at the time 
of his journey to England and his 
marriage to Mary Tudor, Queen of 
England, at Winchester Cathedral. 
Other suits and garniture are de- 
scribed.

“Real Men”

What manner of men wielded these 
heavy axes? 

The ancient men who once dwelt 
in western ‘illinois on the bluffs over- 


looking the “Father of Waters” must 
have been “real men” and justified 
their name. Every county is rep- 


resented from Rock Island to Quin- 
cy so it must have been their cus- 
tom to use heavy axes. 

These axes seem to be too large 
to be practical and some think they 
were used by the chiefs as emblems 
of their authority during their cere- 
monies. 

It has also been suggested that 
they may have been u:ed as bone 
crushers to obtain the marrow of 
which they were very fond. Illinois 
abounded in big game such as buffa- 
lo, elk, and deer in those days. The 
early French explorers remarked in 
their diaries upon the great number 
of buffalo on the Illinois prairies. 
And the fact that they were found 
near large waterways suggests that 
they could have been used in mak- 
ing dugout canoes or rafts. 

The Indians were sometimes boast-

ful, but truly modest when they 
named themselves “Real Men.” They 
had fierce and implacable foes to the 
eastward, a combination of tribes 
called the Iroquois. Woe to any tribe 
that bested one of their marauding 
war parties in battle. The Iroquois 
leaders spent the winters in the 


“longhouse” planning their next sum- 
mer’s campaigns and distance was 
no barrier. What if it did take all 


summer to march to what is now 
“Tilinois” and home again? They had 
more time than anything else, and 
if their raids were successful they 
felt well repaid. 

The Indians of the Illinois country 
are said to have regarded these ene- 
mies as fiends or beasts in human 
form and to distinguish between 
themselves and the Iroquois they 
adopted the name Illini—Real Men.

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America’s Prehistoric 


Ball Players 


By JOHNS H. HARRINGTON 


Just as certain Indians played a 
rugged brand of football in the days 
before Christopher Columbus, so 
did America’s prehistoric men com- 
pete in a vigorous variation of bas- 
ketball—without the coaching of 
Norsemen, Columbus, or other early 
comers. 

The evidence supporting this con- 
clusion includes ball courts unearth- 
ed in ancient villages of the South- 
west. At Wupatki National Monu- 
ment near Flagstaff, Ariz., for exam- 
ple, there are remains of a well- 
preserved court in an area that was 
once one of the most heavily popu- 
lated prior to the arrival of the 
white man. 

From the clues found by archae- 
ologists, it is believed that the ath- 
letic contests were similar to the 
well-known Mayan and Aztec game 
of Pok-ta-pok. This sport was one 
of the most violent types of competi- 
tion engaged in by any people any- 
where at any time. 

Modern Hopi Indians in North- 
eastern Arizona, not far away from 
Wupatki’s ball court ruins, play a 
kicking game suggestive of Mayan 
and Aztec Pok-ta-pok. It may even 
be an outgrowth of the older game. 

Participants in the Mayan and Az- 
tec contests often became so bruised 
it was necessary to call “Time out!”

If one were to take a map of 
the world and color the spheres of 
influence of Raphael Tuck and Sons 
there would be very few spaces left 
blank. Mr. Tuck, when he founded 
his business in 1866, did better than 
he knew. In his lifetime he was to 
see the business make enormous 


strides. He was to see millions of 
pictures and cards leave his plant. 

Tuck cards have exercised a really 
great influence. Tuck’s production of 


all kinds of post cards carry an ar- 
tistic message that must have a real 
if gradual educative effect—an in- 
fluence more effective, some say, 
than that of all the art galleries of 
the world. 

A distinguished artist, president of 
the Royal Academy, who, every year 
visited remote corners in Scotland, 
once expressed his opinion on this 


point to Mr. Tuck. While seen on 
drawing-room tables everywhere, 
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there was hardly a cotter’s dwell- 
ing, he said, in which he had not 
noticed one or two or several cards 
stuck up to decorate the uneven, 
smoky walls. 

Side by side with them were the 
roughly drawn woodcuts of an ear- 
lier date, and it was impossible that 
the contrast should not make itself 
felt with the coming generation he 
thought. 

The Royal Academy and_ the 
world’s great picture galleries can 
reach at the best just a few. But 
the Christmas card reaches all indi- 
viduals and all levels. 

There was a time when the only 
pictures available for the people gen- 
erally were crude lithographs. The 
art of lithography was still in its 
infancy when Mr. Tuck brought his

knowledge of it from Germany to 
London and began to work on its 
improvement. 

He set himself to better the de- 
signs as well as the methods by 
which lithographs were reproduced, 
and to replace ill-drawn, crudely col- 
ored horrors by real works of art, 
Every day of our lives we collectors 
see how far he succeeded. 


This firm also exerted itself to 
give the world new things. Since Mr. 
Tuck first introduced Christmas 
cards in 1871, each year has seen 
an increasing variety of new de- 
signs and ideas. 

In 1910 alone Tuck had over 4,000 
designs of Christmas cards to choose 
from. There has never been any 
“sameness” about the productions of 
Raphael Tuck. The firm has devel- 
oped the Christmas card enormous- 
ly. The calendar was an extension 
of the idea. 

At the height of the post card 
boom days, the Tuck collection of 
post cards consisted of no less than 
15,000 separate and distinct de- 
signs! I refer to only the general 
line—the cards that sell each day of 
the year. 

To market such a stupendous va- 
riety by selling to the retailer in 
individual cards was practically im- 
possible. Dealers were found to be 
out of the best-selling and most im- 
portant cards most of the time. 

So from each classification Tuck 
selected 100 different subjects. He 
put them into a neat and substan- 
tial box at a low price. The dealer 
was enabled to sell cards at a pop- 
ular price and at a satisfying profit. 
Each box contained a combination 
show card and display rack holding 
10 cards, so affixed that they could 
be easily removed. 

Tuck established an American 
branch at 122 Fifth Avenue, New 
York City. In August, 1914, Tuck 
offered the post card trade a se- 
ries of new cards comprising a num- 
ber of very attractive subjects which 
were called the “Oilette” series. 

The bright humor of Douglas Jer- 
rold’s “Mrs. Caudle’s Curtain Lec- 
tures” had added lustre injected into 
it thru the fine expressions in the 
really clever animal studies. The ex- 
pressions are so true to life. 

Other Tuck cards of decided in- 
terest were: 

No. 2983, “All in a Garden Fair,” 
after the original drawing of Miss 
Pilkington, showing the natural gar- 
den in all its beauty. 

No. 5418, “Sunshine,” delightfully 
represented, is full of life and sun- 
shine. 

Nos. 8670 and 8671, “Our Kid- 
dies,” series 1 and 2, after 12 orig- 
inal studies of child life by Agnes 
Richardson. 

No. 8668, a vigorous set of Amer- 
ican Indians on Horseback. 

No. 2978, “Nature’s Smiles,” by 
J. Mac-Whirter, R.A., after the orig- 
inal water-color The name of this 
famous painter is sufficiently indi- 
cative of the beauty of these delight- 
ful landscape post cards. 

“Oilette” post cards are eagerly 
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sought by collectors and specialists 
today. Collections have been made of 
over 6,000 different Oilettes, but 
there is thought to be at least 12,000 
to 15,000 cards printed, each a dif- 
ferent subject

Oregon Lava Caves 


Lava caves are not unique to Ore- 
gon, but that state seems to have 
more than its share and has devel- 
oped several to their greatest poten- 
tial. The best locality for viewing 
these lava caves is at Bend in the 
south central part of the state. 

Bend is on Federal Highway 99 
and the Deschutes River. Though 
much of the water is diverted for 
irrigation, there is always enough 
for good fishing and scenic purposes. 

The lava caves are of peculiar 
origin. Though so far the writer has 
not encountered anyone who was 
there when the caves were formed. 
We think there was a shrinking of 
the lava which caused the beds of 
lava to pull apart leaving these open 
spaces or caves. 

‘Another theory is that between 
lava flows, there were varying pe- 
riods of time. In this latter instance 
there may have been a depression, 
and silt or even lime may have de- 
posited. 

Succeeding lava flows covered the 
area and finally, a water course 
formed and eventually carried away 
the silt or limestone, leaving a cave. 
My own studies lend more credence 
to the former theory. 


The Bend caves are quite close to 
town. Horse Cave is only 2% miles 
northeast of town, and Ice Cave not 
much further south. 

The pictures show the entrances to 
each. One can drive a car into the 
entrance to Horse Cave, but a se- 
ries of stairs is required to go into 
the Ice Cave. 

The latter is really cold. It is 
most comfortable to wear winter

garb, regardless of outside weather, 
if visiting the Ice Cave. 

There is little of mineral interest 
other than the layered basalt. Small 
leachings coat the walls in points 
that are fluorescent. The mineral is 
lime leaching out of upper layers 
and re-depositing when it comes in 
contact with the moving air in the 
caves. 


But for the “Rockhounds” the fact 
that there is not much in specimen 
value in the caves will not be a 
missed attraction as Bend is in the 
center of a great agate, jasper, and 
petrified wood area. When in the re- 
gion, you will enjoy visiting the lava 
caves, and if it is summer, you may 
be assured of a place to cool off— 
and how.

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RADIOGRAPHS 


OR SELF-PHOTOS

Since a cataclysmic explosion over 
Hiroshima, the world has become very 
conscious of radio active substances. 
Radio activity is all around us. Even 
our bodies have traces of radio ac- 
tivity. 

The dial on most watches has its 
numbers painted on it with radium 
salts which glow. Holding the watch 
close to the eye (best results with 
a magnifying glass) the light seems 
to pulse from this radio active paint. 

This amounts in a degree, to very 
minute explosions of the uranium 
molecules in the material. It would 
be toxic if taken internally and many 
persons have been _ permanently 
‘burnt? or even killed, by handling 
the radio active paint for long pe- 
riods. 

The dial on any watch so painted 
will cause a Geiger-counter or scin- 
tellator to click. It, in any bulk, sav 
a quarter of a pound, carried in one’s 
pocket, would render one barren, or 
sterile. The richest of the radio ac- 
tive ores, uranium, however, may be 
safely carried on the person for 
years without any adverse effect. 

Some ores of uranium are very 
colorful. Gummite is a bright orange 
color, is quite hard, and takes a fine 
polish. It may, indeed, be made into 
unique jewelry sets. The material 
(gummite) from Persia is the finest 
for this purpose. 

However, good polishable gummite 
has been found at Grafton, N. H. 
There also, is found uraninite, uran- 
ophone, and other sub-species of the 
uranium family. Yukon Territory has 
long produced the largest supply of 
uraninite from this continent. 

Uraninite and pitch-blende are the 
same thing. There are, in addition, 
over 100 other minerals that are 
radio active. The really rich ores 
of uranium, such as gummite and 
pitch-blende produce “radiographs,” 
or self-photos. The picture shown is 
a radiograph of pitch-blende and

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gummite from the New Hampshire 
source. 

Both minerals give an equal effect 
on the photographic plate or film. 
If you-have anything radio active 
(even the watch dial) lay it on a 
piece of unexposed film in a dark 
place and leave for 12 hours. When 
developed you will have a radiograph. 

Many of the uranium minerals not 
only will produce this effect, but 
are fluorescent as well. Autunite, 
schroeckringerite, meta-autunite, 
meta- torbenite, etc., all fluoresce. 

The ultra-violet light is very ef- 
fective for prospecting for these min- 
erals at night. One can see the radio 
active minerals much better by this 
method than by prospecting in day- 
light. If you suspect any specimen 
of being radio active, your state 
bureau of mines will tell you, if it 
is or is not, free. 

The Mount Spokane area in Wash- 
ington State, has the finest autunite 
and meta-autunite found anywhere. 
This does not mean that other dis- 
coveries may not be found in the 
United States. The Government of- 
fers free booklets to help the pros- 
pector. Address the Bureau of Mines, 
Forbes St., Pittsburgh, Pa. Other in- 
formation may be had from the 
writer on request.

The young lady’s bed-room is pink 
and blue. The furniture, cherry wood. 
The dressing table has a white nylon 
skirt and holds a boudoir tray and 
slender blown glass bottles with re- 
movable stoppers. 

A chaise lounge is nearby with a 
quilted house coat lying on it. The 
bed has a filigree crocheted spread 
which matches the bureau scarfs. 

A hat in a hat-box is on the satin- 
covered chair, and a toy panda rests 
on the bed. A white bear skin rug 
is on the floor. 

The upper floor, in two areas, has 
a lived-in look. The boy’s bed-room at 
the right has a_ battery-powered 
desk light shining on a typewriter, 
and a ball-point pen. The spread on 
the bed is of blue chenille, and like 
all boy’s rooms is designed for wear. 

In the left hand corner, can be 
seen a variety of toys, including: 
musical instruments, bat and ball, 
boats, football, cameras, and guns. 
One of the cameras contains scenic 
views in miniature. 

The large area is predominated by 
a circular bar of monel metal with 
a back bar of red leatherette and 
monel mirror. It is well-stocked with 
alcoholic beverages of all descrip- 


tions. A bartender is busily filling 
a beer stein for a prospective cus- 
tomer. 

Cocktails and other accessories are 
seen about the room on tables and 
cabinets. A folded card-table and 
chairs wait in readiness—for in the 
cabinets, checkers, cards, and other 
games have been stored. 


Since the children play here in 
the afternoon, there is even a set of 
miniature doll-house furniture. Chi- 
nese figurines look down from still 
another TV set. Over in the corner, 
the victrola top lifts and a record 
spins on the turntable. All the latest 
albums are stored in the cabinets 
below. 

During the holiday season, cou- 
ples dressed in formal wear whirl 
across the floor. They take time out 
to rest on the Paisley-covered sofa 
and enjoy a brief cocktail. 


The house has been electrified and 
chandeliers are in some of the rooms, 
but in others one can see the over- 
head bulbs. Perhaps as an after- 
thought, or perhaps because of lack 
of space, the laundry is not within 
the house, but on a shelf directly 
below. 

It is made completely of white 
plastic except for the old-fashioned 
wringer. There is a dish-washer, dou- 
ble sink, automatic washer, ironer, 
ironing board and electric iron, and 
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small sleeve board. The floor here is 
grey linoleum. . 

Here on the shelf, too, is a nur- 
sery. It also is of plastic but is com- 
plete with bathinette, crib, carriage, 
rocking-horse, wagon, and other toys 
and necessities. 

The maid’s room of oak-board has 
only a bed with upholstered head- 
board, vanity and stool, and bureau. 
These are souvenirs of a college 
course in Home Decorating. 

To describe the house in every de- 
tail would take many words and 
much more time since every drawer 
opens to contain some object. Per- 
haps it would suffice to say that any 
object you may have in your home, 
and all the necessities for living are 
found here. 

Yes, one could move right in, pull 
down the blinds, shut the door, and 
settle down to gracious living, know- 
ing that guests need only lift the sil- 
ver knocker te be made welcome. 





MINIATURE BOOKS 


Eleven tiny volumes, ranging in 
size from three-quarters by one-half 
inch to one and five-eighths by two 
and one-quarter inches, created much 
interest in the Art Department of 
the Chicago Public Library, when 
recently shown there. The books 
are the work of Doris V. Welsh, a 
member of the staff of the New- 
berry Library of Chicago who prints 
miniature books as a hobby. 

The books are neither toys nor 
children’s books but superb examples 
of printing and book binding. All 
of the miniature books have been 
set by hand in movable type and are 
hand-bound. The editions vary in 
size from 50 to 100 copies and all 
bear the imprint of~Miss Welsh’s 
press, which she calls “La Petit 
Oiseau.” 

Miss Welsh, who began collecting 
miniature books about nine years 
ago, printed her first book in 1952.

of-print. Other titles from “The 
Little Bird” press are John of Asia, 
Quotations, Heraldry, America Be- 
fore Columbus, Mecklenburg Declar- 
ation, Indian and White Man, May- 
flower Compact, Hurricane 1926, An 
Instance in Border Warfare, and 
The Wordless Book.

and let the blood out of injured 
parts. This was done by incisions 
and was necessary despite leather 
gloves and protectors for thighs and 
hips. Players were sometimes killed 
in these games, according to Aztec 
records, 

Most of the Mayan ball courts 
were shaped like a capital I. At the 
center, on either side of each court, 
were vertical stone rings with small 
openings. 

The balls varied from three inch- 
es to a foot in diameter and were 
made of solid native rubber. Every 
Mayan town vied to have the big- 
gest and fanciest ball court—just as 
cities sometimes do today. 

Teams also varied in size, start- 
ing with one, two, or three players. 
The purpose of this peculiar brand 
of basketball was either to knock 
the ball across the opponent’s goal 
or to put it through a stone ring. 

Making a “basket” was a special 
distinction. According to Mayan ac- 
counts, it sometimes entitled the 
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Rueil - Malmaison (S. - et - 0.)

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player to the property and goods of 
all the spectators — a pretty high 
price of admission for a game. 

When the ball was in play, it was 
struck with the back and the knees, 
and sometimes with the head or 
shoulders. Indians took this sport so 
seriously that it was closely con- 
nected with religious rités. 

Those Indian athletes who were 
most successful, no doubt, were tri- 
bal heroes and could have compared 
favorably with some of their famous 
present day descendants in the con- 
tests which resembled both basket- 
ball and football. 

Despite fortunate differences be- 
tween “prehistoric” and modern ath- 
letics, there’s no question from ar- 
chaeological finds that the “sporting 
spirit” was alive on this continent 
long before Columbus.

OXENBRIDGE Coat-of-Arms 








This Oxenbridge Coat-of-Arms has 
been ascribed to the Rev. John Oxen- 
bridge, son of Daniel (“Doctor of 
Phisick”) and Katherine (Harby) 
Oxenbridge. He was born at Daven- 
try, Northamptonshire, January 30, 
1608-9 and educated at Lincoln Col- 
lege, Oxford University. 

In 1634 he went to Bermuda to 
preach, but returned to England 
where be became prominent among 
the Puritans. He was ordained pas- 
tor of a church in Beverly, England, 
in 1644, and afterwards at Berwick 
on Tweed, but because of his differ- 
ences in opinion with the established 
church he was ejected from his liv- 
ing and left England. 

He went to Surinam, and later to 
Barbados. In 1669 he arrived in 
Massachusetts. The next year, short- 
ly after the death of the Rev. John 
Davenport, John Oxenbridge became 
minister of the First Church of Bos- 
ton. He was a popular preacher and 
one of the most distinguished men 
of early Boston. 

In Rev. John Eliot’s Records of 
the First Church in Roxbury, Mass., 
we find the following: 

“1674 24 10m mr Oxenbridg was 
taken sick as he was prching the 
lecture 28 10m Mr Oxenbridg dyed. 
his disease was Apoplectical, he was 
mercyfully taken in his work & the 
next lectr day was his funeral day.” 

He was buried in the King’s 
Chapel burial ground where his stone 
may still be seen. 

John Oxenbridge married four 
times. His first wife was Jane But- 
ler who died April 22, 1655. Their 
daughter, Bathshua Oxenbridge, la- 
ter married Richard Scott. 

John’s second wife was Frances 
Woodward, daughter of Hezekiah

Woodward of Uxbridge, Middlesex, 
England. John and Frances had one 
daughter, Theodora, who became the 
wife of Rev. Peter Thacher of Mil- 
ton, Mass., November 21, 1677. 


In 1660-1 John married Mary 
Hackshaw as his third wife. His 
fourth wife was Susanna .... who 
survived him. 

In the January 1955 edition of 
The American Genealogist there is 
an interesting article by John In- 
sley Coddington entitled: “The De- 
scent of the Duke of Montrose, the 
Prince of Monaco, the Princess 
Schwarzenberg, from Rev. John Ox- 
enbridge of Boston, Mass. 

Prince Rainier of Monaco, the 
Duke of Montrose, and the children 
of Princess Schwarzenberg are all 
of the 12th generation in descent 
from Rev. John Oxenbridge. 

The English ancestry of John Ox- 
enbridge has been traced in many 
publications, as his line descends 
from many of the noblest families 
in England. 

‘In The Magna Charta Sureties 
(1955) by Adams and Weis, we find 
the line traced from Theodora (Ox- 
enbridge) Thacher back through 
her grandmother Katherine (Har- 
by) Oxenbridge, to Joan Plantage- 
net, granddaughter of King Ed- 
ward I, and on back to Charlemagne. 

The Journal of American Geneal- 
ogy (1922) takes the Oxenbridge line 
back 10 generations to John de Oxen- 
bridge of Atte Gate, Beckley, Sus- 
sex, who was a juror in 1329 and 
13841. Volume 3 of this same work 
contains “The Despenser Ancestry 
of Rev. John Oxenbridge, Minister 
of the First Church of Boston.” 


The New York Genealogical and 
Historical Record (1922) and the 
New England Register (1890 and 
1899) contain wills relating to the 
Oxenbridge family in England. 

Among the wills of near relatives, 
we find one will of John, the grand- 
father, who died in 1617; the will 
of Daniel, the father, who died in 
1642; the will of Katherine, the 
mother, who died in 1651 and left 
a bequest “to the Plantation of New 
England 10 pounds for to buy books 
for the Indians to learn to read.” 


Also, we find the will of John Ox- 
enbridge, dated 1673 appointing his 
daughter, Bathshua Scot, his Execu- 
trix. This will mentions his daugh- 
ter Theodora and his wife Susanna, 
and “one wraught plate with my 
own and her mother’s armes.” The 
widow Susanna Oxenbridge’s will is 


dated June 6, 1695. 

Theodora, John’s only descendant 
in America, married the Rev. Peter 
Thacher, son of Rev. Thomas Tha- 
cher of Boston. They had nine chil- 
dren: Theodora, Bathsheba, Oxen- 
bridge, born May 17, 1681; Eliza- 
beth, Mary, Peter, born Oct. 6, 1688, 
of Middleborough; John, Thomas, 
and John, again. The Rev. Peter 
Thacher died Dec. 27, 1727—30 years 
after the death of his wife. Her 
burial inscription in Milton, Mass. 
reads; 


“Mrs. Theodora Thacher ye daugh- 
ter of ye Revd. Mr. John Oxenbridge 
Past. of ye First Church in Boston 
& wife of Mr. Peter Thacher aged 
88 years 3 months 25 days was 
Translated from Earth to Heaven 
Novr ye 18th 1697.” 


The Rev. John Oxenbridge died 
rather suddenly at the age of 63 
having lived in New England for 
only five years. During this short 
time he exerted great influence on 
all who heard him. Although he left 
no male descendants to carry it on, 
Oxenbridge is still a well remem- 
bered name. 


INTERPRETATION 


ARMS: Gules a lion rampant ar- 
gent within a bordure vert, charged 
with eight escallops of the second. 

Crest: A demi-lion, tail forked 
argent, langued and armed gules, 
holding in the dexter paw an es- 
callop or. 

The above Armorial Bearing is 
recorded in the Herald’s Visitation 
of Hampshire, England in 1634. It 
is also registered in the New Eng- 
land Register’s Roll of Arms. 
Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A red (gules) shield charged with 
a silver (argent) lion standing erect 
on its hind legs (rampant). Around 
the edge of the shield is a green 
(vert) border charged with eight 
silver (“of the second” color named) 
escallops 

Crest—a lion as on the shield 
but cut off at the waist (demi- 
lion), a silver (argent) forked tail 
and with red (gules) tongue and 
nails (armed and langued), holding 
in the right (dexter) paw a gold 
(or) escallop. 

We read the shield as if we were 
standing in back of it therefore the 
right or dexter side would be to 
the left of the observer. 
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THE NEWSPAPER 
AND HISTORY 


By E. D. COLLINS 


The origin of the daily newspaper 
lies in the mists of antiquity. The 
ancient civilizations of Assyria, Ba- 
bylon, Egypt, Persia, Greece, Car- 
thage, and Rome knew the impor- 
tance of reporting occurrences. 


The kings, priests, pharaohs, gen- 
erals, emperors, and powerful court 
personalities had their spies, scribes, 
and librarians. A vast amount of 
these ancient documents were lost by 
fire, flood, earthquake, and war. 


This is a pity. Even allowing for 
certain self-aggrandizement in the 
accounts “for the record,” such rec- 
ords would have proved invaluable 
to historians of later eras. 


It must be remembered that the 
preserved newspaper files of the mod- 
ern era (1600 to date) furnish enor- 
mous material to the latter-day his- 
torian. They are a vital surviving 
link with the period with which ne 
is dealing, being published at the 
time of the events he is seeking to 
delineate. 


The ancient Chinese saw the need 
and value of keeping records of 
events. The “Tching-Pao,” or Pek- 
ing Gazette, “News of the Capitol,” 
has appeared since 713 A.D. in the 
Tang Dynasty. This Gazette, has for 
many centuries, been issued daily. 

China is admittedly the home of

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paper. Thus these ancient news- 
sheets bear witness to the value other 
newspapers of contemporary civili- 
zations might have had, had they 
been printed. 

The “Acta Diurna” of ancient 
Rome was maintained for spreading 
news to the armies in the far-flung 
empire. This was news of games, 
fires, trials, elections, victories, ora- 
tions, and important edicts. 

These ancient “newspapers” were 
not strictly newspapers in our sense 
of the word. Rather they were bul- 
letins which were sent to special 
agents or commissioners who in 
turn relayed the news to lesser offi- 
cials, and so down to the man in the 
street. 

The “circulation” was limited and 
in certain channels, and there was 
no need to make a pront out of their 
publication. There was no advertis- 
ing of any kind in them. The “Acta 
Diurna” was frequently posted pub- 
licly in The Forum. 

In the 15th century, single sheet 
bulletins were sold by peddlers and 
criers. They contained the news as 
given out by certain officials in the 
ruling courts. 

We may be sure such news was 
doctored to conform to the current 
policies of the ruling circles. After 
the invention of printing and move- 
able type, such news-sheets increased 
enormously. 

Yet, in spite of the vast number 
turned out, few exist today. This is 
probably due to the same reason the 
average American discards his own 
daily paper almost as soon as he 
finishes reading it. 

The cities and towns of Germany 
and Austria seem to have been the 
origin of many of these news-sheets 
in the 15th century. Such issues as 
have survived to our time tell of the 
discovery of America, trials, execu- 
tions, inundations, witch-burnings, 
earthquakes, wars, pestilences, and 
the like. 

As these news-sheets became more 
than one page, they also took on a 
more commercial aspect. In time they 
became full-scale business operations 
instead of personal, non-profit ven- 
tures. 

With the improvement of postal 
service and dispatch-carriers, some 
enterprising printers began to put 
out 2-page news-sheets. These were 
for circulation to distant places. 

The first such paper of which 
there is any documented record is 
the “Frankfurter Journal,” begun by 
Egenolph Emmel in 1615, suspended 
in 1902. While it was still in the 
“news-letter” category, it was a be- 
ginning toward a regular method of 
readership by circulation. 

Advertising in such papers did not 
appear until the middle of the 17th 
century. By this time, the pamphlet, 
the news-letter, and the news-sheet 
took on the form of a regular news- 
paper and there were quite a few 
in existence in all Western European 
nations. 

Perhaps it was in Britain that) the 
newspaper reached its full flower. 
By 1670 there were scores of such 
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newspapers from John O’Groats to 
Lands End. ads 

The pamphleteering of the Civil 
War, between Cavalier and Round- 
head gave the news-sheet and news- 
paper even wider coverage. By 1711, 
the total weekly and daily circula- 
tion of London newspapers was es- 
timated at 50,000. 

By that time such newspapers as 
the “Daily Review,” “The Postboy,” 
“The Chronicle,” “The Spectator,” 
“Public Intelligencer,” and ‘Mercu- 
rius Britannicus,” were widely read. 
British journalism has in its files 
coverage of such important events as - 
the Thirty Years War, The Civil 
War, the Restoration, and the cam- 
paigns of Louis XIV. Here are rec- 
orded also Marlborough, the secur- 
ing of North America and Canada 
for Britain, and the whole pre-Rev- 
olutionary period. This last has been 
neglected by many historians in fa- 
vor of later, more exciting high- 
lights. 

In France, the venerable ‘Ga- 
zette de France,” begun in 1631, has 
in its files the events in a continu- 
ous record of almost three centuries. 
These are of enormous value to 
scholars and historians. 

Since the Gazette’s inception, other 
newspapers and journals have ap- 
peared. Some fell by the wayside 
during the Revolution. Others sur-

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vived up to our own times, such as: 
“Journal des Debats,” ‘“Moniteur,” 
“Gazette de Paris,” “Presse de Sie- 
cle, “Figaro,” “Soir,” “Temps,” and 
so on. 

By the end of the i7th century 
most European nations, including 
Russia, had the beginnings of jour- 
nalism and many newspapers were 
started. Scores failed within 25 years, 
but many survive to this day. 

Censorship was rather strict. Cer- 
tainly historians probing the files of 
any European newspaper between 
the years 1720 to 1815 will find 
much that is of interest and value. 
However, they will also have to do 
some reading between the lines. 

It was not uncommon for many 
editors to run afoul of the displeas- 
ure of the ruling circles. Frequent 
changes in the masthead over the 
years attest “removals” or “retire- 
ments” from the newspaper. 

Historians who have used newspa- 
per files, both in the United States 
and in Europe, have had some train- 
ing in ferreting out “unspoken”’ facts. 
They also have had to interpret the 
bald facts or presumed facts buried 
in these ancient files. 

Many monarchs, kings, emperors, 
and generals insisted on reading all 
editorials or accounts of campaigns

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closely. If the arrangement of the 
material was not to their liking, it 
was rewritten. 

Editors in the early days had to 
be especially careful in the handling 
of court scandals, intrigues, and pec- 
ulation in high places. When the 
country was at war, an editor had 
to be careful not to paint too black 
a picture or he would have to an- 
swer to the king or emperor or to 
the secret police. 

With the ascendency of republic- 
anism in the early 19th century, the 
newspapers entered a new period. 
Censorship and repression from re- 
gal quarters diminished. 

Pressure, however, increased to fa- 
vor one political party over another. 
The Subsidy monster reared its ugly 
head, and propaganda “for or 
against” also came into being. 

‘A number of editors were bought 
body and soul by opposing political 
interests and the gutter-sheet made 
its appearance. Where formerly pam- 
phlets were circulated to vilify one’s 
opponent, now newspapers, whose 
editors could be purchased at a price, 
took over. 

Up through the years, most news- 
papers tried to keep abreast of de- 
velopments in the fields of news re- 
porting, transportation, and commu- 
nication. 

Beginning with peddlers on horse- 
back or wagons, newspapers grad- 
uated to fast stages or coaches, to 
canal-boats, to railway-trains, high 
speed buses or trucks, and finally to 
jet liners. From the old, time-con- 
suming hand presses, which turned 
out about 20 newspapers an hour, 
advancement was made to modern 
presses which can turn out 100,000 
an hour. 

The progressive papers adopted 
each improvement as it came along: 
steam, roller from flat-bed and web, 
to electronically controlled high-speed 
multi-cylinder black and white and 
color, multi-section cutting, folding, 
and binding presses. 

Newspapers formerly relying on 
the gossip of villagers, sea-captains, 
travelers, and itinerants, began to 
send out their own agents to dis- 
cover what had happened or what 
was about to happen. The reports 
of the latter were originally sent 
back by slow mail-coach, packet-ship, 
or carrier-pigeon. 

Later, steam arrived. Then came 
the faster vessels, the trains, and on 
until our own day of personal mo- 
tor cars and jet planes, the telegraph, 
radio, cable, and television. 

Other inventions contributed to the 
growth of newspapers. Among these 
were the linotype, the typewriter, the 
radio, and teletype. Also there were 
continual improvements in printing- 
press methods, and ways of prepar- 
ing, cutting, and folding paper. 

Up until about 1850, newspapers 
were printed on rag paper. This was 
a far more lasting grade of paper 
than the later wood-pulp type. 

Newspapers printed before the 
American Revolution are still in ex- 
cellent condition. Newspapers print- 


ed only 30 or 40 years ago, unless 
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on special rag paper, are ready to 
crumble to powder, and have turned 
coffee-colored. 

This problem has concerned libra- 
ries and museums that have main- 
tained files of many dailies which 
have been bound in the orthodox 
manner. A partial solution has been 
to micro-film each bound file. This 
not only guarantees preservation of 
the record in a lasting form, but is 
a@ space saver as well. 

Bound newspaper files take a great 
deal of badly needed space as many 
newspapers and libraries have dis- 
covered. Concerns which have spe- 
cialized in micro-filming old docu- 
ments, records, and newspaper files 
have been doing a rushing business 
in recent years.

Ancient and Modern 
Religious History 
On Cards

Besides the early Tarot cards, 
there were other evidences of reli- 
gion in cards as will be noted from 
decks throughout later years. 

(1) In 1603 in Germany Andream 
Strobl published in book form “Das 
Geistliche Deutsche Carten Spil” in 
Sulzbach. Each of the four suits of 
Hearts, Bells, Leaves, and Acorns 
are represented in biblical illustra- 
tions with a decorative border and 
suit sign. They are finely engraved 
from copper plates, and there are

and occupying the balance of the 
card, the story is told in French. 

(3) In America in 1744 there ap- 
peared some religious playing cards 
printed in Germantown by Christo- 
pher Sower, the year after he print- 
ed his American Bible. This was 
probably the very first of this sort 
of card game in America. 

There are 381 cards with Scrip- 
tural and poetical verses on each. 
The text is all in German. The title 
is “The Lottery of the Pious, or the 
Spiritual Treasure Casket, whereby 
one never loses.” 

The cards are numbered like lot- 
tery tickets. The poetry is all from 
the works of Gerhard Tersteegen. 

Sometimes the cards were in leath- 
er cases, and sometimes in little 
boxes of fancy wood. The good peo- 
ple usually used them on a Sunday 
afternoon. 

They would draw a card from 
this little treasury of good and beau- 





Thirteen have yellow diamonds with 
still other emblems, lettered from 
O to the end of the alphabet. 

“Thirteen hhave pink hearts and 
are lettered from a to nn. And 13 
have lavender jars lettered from o 
to the end. 

On the last card of each series is 
a resumé of all that has gone be- 
fore. On the y of Jars is the en- 
graver’s name, A. Visentini, Sculp., 
1748. These cards were made from 
the original drawings of Francesco 
Zuccarelli.” (Hargraves, p. 236). 


(5) In 1753 in Germany the “clois- 
ter cards” were made at Augsburg. 
At the top of each card is lettered 
the name of one of the German suit 
signs, and the rest of the card is 
taken up with religious text in Ger- 
man. “The cards of this curious card 
game were the only ones permitted 
by the Pope to the Ecclesiastics, and 
to the monastic orders at the time.” 
(Hargraves, p. 151).

“The book had many approvals by 
high church dignitaries. It is on 
beautiful early paper and is bound 
in oak boards covered with pigskin. 
It has closing clasps. (Hargraves, p. 
106). 


(2) In 1640 in France there was 
published by Vanackers in Lille the 
“Creation of the World.” The cards 
of this series are numbered from 1 
to 48. There are no suit signs. 


In a circle at the top of the card 
is a picture taken from a Bible story 
printed from wood blocks. Below this, 


tiful thoughts and contemplate its 
meaning.

(4) In 1748 in Italy there was a 
biblical series of 52 cards showing 
illustrations of the Old Testament 
stories. The strange suit signs at 
~ td of each card are colored by

Thirteen of the cards bear an 
orange circle in which is engraved a 


bird, animal, or some other emblem, 
while above is a letter A to NN. 


(6) In 1786 there appeared in 
America “Scriptural Playing Cards” 
attributed to Charles Wesley. Some 
of these editions have verses of his 
hymns on each card. Other editions 
have Biblical verses as well. 


The rhymes, rhythms, and meta- 
phors are most unusual, There are 
56 cards and the first and last of 
the series bear the printer’s name 
“James Todd, Bedale.” 

“These people called Methodists” 
after “a dish of tea” would shuffle 
these cards and the one drawn would 
furnish a conversational text, sim- 
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ilar to the 1744 issue, mentioned 
earlier. 

“It is amusing to find that the 
ecards quickly took on the old-time 
significance of earlier cards (Tarots) 
as a means of divination. Good men 
and women believed that Providence 
spoke through them, and many deci- 
sions were made according to the 
guidance of these little scraps of 
paper.” (Hargraves, p. 324). 

(7) “In the extraordinary collec- 
tion of American card games at the 
Essex Institute in Salem, Mass., is 
an American deck of 1843 known 
as ‘Game of Scriptures’ or ‘Scrip- 
ture History.’ These were made by 
W. and S. B Ives.” (Hargraves, p. 
317). 

(8) In 1858 in France there was 
issued a piquet pack illustrating fa- 
mous Biblical stories on each of the 
Aces. These were published by Fir- 
min Didot Freres in Paris. 

(9) In 1952 “The Deck of Cards,” 
a song about the soldier boy and 
his deck of cards during the North 
Korean campaign, appeared. The 
music and words were written and 
adapted by T. Texas Tyler and 
printed by American Music, Ine. in 
Hollywood, Calif. 

The story tells of the soldier who, 
at church, took out a deck of cards 
instead of a prayer-book, becauce of 
its many significances with refer- 
ence to the Bible. This was also put 
out in record form and was one of 
the “top ten” tunes in February 
of 1960. 

(10) In 1958, in Israel, “Jacob’s 
Bible Cards” were manufactured by 
Lion Playing Cards Factory Ltd. in 
Tel-Aviv. These cards bring the ro- 
mance of the Bible into the card 
pack, 


“By substituting famous Bible 
characters for the conventional 
Kings, Queens, and* Jacks, these 


cards enable the players to combine 
education with pleasure.” The pic- 
tures were designed by Raban, the 
famous Bible artist.

Football Program Mania 


By JOHN SULLIVAN 


There are 600 colleges and univer- 
sities across the nation engaged in 
the annual fall madness known as 
collegiate football. Each and every 
week-end the thousands of patrons 
who attend these games are sold an 
“official souvenir program” at a 
price range of 10 to 50 cents. These 
“official souvenirs’ might be the 
four-page line-up sheet given free at 
Lake Forest College, or a slick pa- 
per 56-page University of Michigan 
50 center. 

The writer examined several of the 
top collections in the country in or- 
der to ascertain why hundreds of 
collector fans around the country 
eagerly await the arrival of football 
and football programs. 

I will begin with the most enor- 
mous football collection under one 
roof. This superb array of footbal- 
liana has been accumulated in San 
Jose, Calif., by Fred Imhof, a can- 
nery executive. 

Fred started his task during 1932 


and is going strong, as he passes the 
17,000 mark. Every school that field- 
ed a grid squad in any year you can 
name is represented ir his collection. 

Fred has the excellent cloth bound 
programs published by the pioneer 
Eastern schools in the ornate style 
of the last century. These relics were 
amply filled with photographs of 
school officials, the coaching staff, and 
athletes. Other data included past 
scores, biographies, and in most cases 
a rules section. 

While the large universities issued 
the above type of program the small- 
er ones had to be content to distrib- 
ute game line-ups free of charge. 
These souvenirs were similar to the 
fold-over cardboard used in the mi- 
nor baseball leagues as score-cards 
for many years. 

We move to Davenport, Ia., for a 
brief look at the “story” football pro- 
gram collection of Dick Lamb. He is 
a historian of the National Football 
Foundation and Hall of Fame. In this

a collection of this type. 

However, to give his collection a 
touch of uniqueness he accepts pro- 
grams only from memorable, dram- 
atic games, and upset games, along 
with the once-a-year spectacular such 
as Army-Navy, Notre Dame-South- 
ern California, and major Bowl con- 
tests. In this way he feels that every 
program has a definite story be- 
hind it. 

Both Imhof and Lamb agree that 
the Ivy League members lead the na- 
tion in all phases of publishing these 
athletic souvenirs. Their programs 
are printed on quality paper stock, 
have a few advertisements, and have 
been enlarged in page size, content, 
and variety. 

Many editors have given in to the 
high cost of labor and materials when 
assembling a program. Inferior qual- 
ity paper is then used, with possibly 
a reduction of pages. Advertising is 
also increased, which results in less 
sport news. 

One non-Ivy League member, Mich- 
igan State, annually produces in 
their Spartan Gridiron News, the na- 
tion’s finest football program. Its 
1957 product was adjudged by a New 
York advertising company to be best 
in its field for editorial excellence. 

This East Lansing school bested 
over 200 entrants in a contest based 
on circulation. Michigan State won 
on the basis of appearance, editorial 
interest, and the ingenuity and ideas 
expressed.

AN ANIMAL? 

By DR. A. GORDON MELVIN 

Everybody borrows books, but 


would you like to borrow a live ani- 
mal? Lots of people do, particularly 
youngsters, although adults are not 
ruled out entirely. The kind of Na- 
ture Center which lends out pets 
is something new in the world, some- 
thing that has been appearing over 
the country for the last ten years. 
I did not realize this until recently, 
when I heard an inspiring talk 
given in New York by the young 
man most responsible for this gift 
to America. He is modest, campaign- 
ing John Ripley Forbes, Operations 
Director of Nature Centers for 
Young America. 

Like the earlier great Naturalist, 
Luther Burbank, Forbes began 
young, and fought for a cause. A 
Nature Museum in his own attic 
in Stamford, Conn., when he was 
a mere boy, brought him the encour- 
agement of famous scientist Dr. Wil- 
liam Hornaday. From there on 
Forbes went from job to job, mu- 
seum to museum, organizing, rais-

ing funds, reviving or setting up 
Nature Centers and Children’s Mu- 
seums. His longer story is so pic- 
turesque that it has been told in 
two large, national magazines. To- 
day, he is on demand in cities all 
over the nation and is as busy as 
a steel executive. 

The list of Nature Centers already 
open is long, and includes such as, 
the Children’s Museum of Boston, 
Children’s Museum of Duluth, Minn., 
Desert Museum of Tucson, Ariz., 
and Junior Museum of Sacramen- 
to, Calif. 

Nature Centers concern themselves 
with stars, plants, animals, birds, 
sea-shells, in fact all outdoors and 
all living things. Most startling is 
the plan by which a 10-year-old is 
allowed to take home, for two weeks, 
a hamster, rabbit or perhaps a gui- 
nea pig. An older youngster may 
take a snake, porcupine, or a dis- 
armed skunk called “Petunia.” He 
keeps it two weeks, and returns it. 
Said Mr. Forbes, and this tells 
poignantly the great void that is 
being filled—“When an animal is re- 
turned, it is given a two weeks rest 
period at the Nature Center. This 
gives it time to be ‘de-fed’ and ‘de- 
loved.’ ”
